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MENTHOL’S DEPRESSED STATE. 


Scarcely a week now passes without 
a reduced basis for menthol, and the 
question naturally arises as to what 
point the bottom will be reached. The 
same question h«s been asked repeated- 
ly almost since Jast March, from which 
time the decline has been steady, with 
one exception late in Septemper, when 
firmer conditions in Japan and London 
roused a flurry ct rew interest here, 
with a slight improvement in spot 
values. The upward movement was 
stort lived. To illustrate the widely 
fluctuating course of the market since 
last January, we publish the following 
table, giving the quotation for cases at 
the close of each week:—

Overproduction is undoubtedly the 


most logical basis for the long prevail- 
ing weakness, stimulating the bear tac- 
tics of powerful interests in London 
which have been reflected in the local 
situation as well as in the primary 
markets. Here the eagerness of sellers 
has been especially keen, for there were 
good available stocks which could not 
be held in the face of the cheaper offer- 
ings of the new crop. Some dealers, 
who were not burdened in this respect, 
found the conditions for covering their 
requirements more advantageous on 
spot than in the usual sources of large 


supply. Cablegrams received this week 
from London reported spot sales at 
eight shillings and three pence, with 
bids for futures at seven shillings de- 
clined. This would put the local market 
below the parity abroad. Spot sales 
on the basis of recent weeks have un- 
doubtedly entailed considerable losses 
to dealers. New crop goods are not ex- 
pected until January, and those pur- 
chased for earlier shipment would cost 
probably $3.25 to lay down, including 
duty. Goods on this basis will undoubt- 
edly be kept in bond to await a more 
favorable market here or abroad. The 
lowest point touched in Japan is re- 
ported to be seven shillings this week, 
and while this is below the spot equiva- 
lent, goods at this value could not be 
landed until March. Later in the week 
it was reported that bids at seven shill- 
ings had been declined in Japan, and 
this inclined some local dealrs to more 
hopeful views.

INCREASED PETROLEUM EX- 
PORTS. 


The Bureau of Statistics has issued a 
statement calling attention to the in- 
crease in the exports of petroleum dur- 
ing the period of ten months ended 
October 31, as compared with the same 
period of last year, and lays consider- 
able stress on the increased value of 
the shipments. This, of course, is due to 
the higher prices which have. prevailed. 
The prices of all products vary from 
time and time and statements of rela- 
tive values of exports during different 
periods are of little value, except to 
show the changes in prices, and are 
apt to prove misleading when consider- 
ing the volume of the export move- 
ment. The Bureau calls attention to 
the fact that ‘In five of the ten months 
of the present year for which figures 
are now available, the value of mineral 
oil exported has exceeded seven million 
dollars per month, while prior to De- 
cember, 1903, the value of mineral oil 
exports seldom, if ever, reached so 
much as seven million dollars in any 
inonth.”’ Similar statements as to the 
quantity exported are made and deduc- 
tions as to the year’s total of values 
and quantity if same conditions con- 
tinue. These ifs may interest those 
who care to speculate as to what may 


result under supposed conditions, but 
these may well be left to those who 
care to exercise their imaginations. 


The values of the petroleum exports 
as a whole mean little, as it is apt to 
be the case that certain products have 
been sold at a relatively higher price 
than others and unless this is shown 
the increase in value of the total may 
be, and probably is, by many regarded 
as a general increase of all. There 
also may be a marked change in the 
relative quantity of the various pro- 
ducts exported, and as the values of 
these differ it affects the total. 

The exports of illuminating oil dur- 
ing the ten months of the present cal- 
endar year exceeded 629,000,000 gallons, 
showing an increase over the same 
period of last year of over 80,000,000 
gallons. Thg exports of crude oil, how- 
ever, showed a _ decrease of about 
19,000,000 gallons, the total during the 
ten months of the present year 
amounting to only 81,300,000 gallons. 
The shipments of naphtha reached a 
total of 17,500,000 gallons, showing an 
increase of about 7,800,000 gallons. The 
exports of lubricating oils show a de- 
crease of 8,600,000 gallons, the total this 
year being 69,300,000 gallons. The ex- 
ports of residuum amounted to over 
26,000,000 gallons, and show an increase 
of about 20,000,000 gallons. The total 
exports during the ten months amount- 
ed to 823,800,000 gallons, showing an in- 
crease of over 80,500,000 gallons. The 
increase in the value of the shipments 
amounted to $9,588,000, and shows an 
increase of less than one-half cent per 
gallon in average value. 

In the following table are given the 
exports, in gallons, of the various pro.

DRUG REPORTER 


SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE 
LOWER. 


The minimum price of fifty cents per 


gallon, which was the quotation estab- 


lished by the Turpentine Operators’ 
Association to be strictly adhered to 
by the members for the season of 1903- 
1904, has at last been broken. Sales 
have been made in Savannah at fully 
three-quarters of a cent per gallon 
lower, thus breaking the agreement 
draftec by the association not to let 
prices of spirits go below fifty cents 
per gallon. The suspense in the naval 
stores trade during the past week re- 
garding the uncertainties surrounding 
the market came to end on Tuesday 
last. As was pointed out in the Re- 
porter of November 14, the accumula- 
tion of receipts proved too heavy a 
burden for the operators, and when the 
factors of the association came to the 
conclusion that the receipts of spirits 
during the early part of the week were 
tco heavy an agreement was made to 
market same at a decline. Prices weak- 
ened considerably and spirits in Savan- 
nah sold down to forty-nine and one- 
quarter cents per gallon. The break in 
prices created a very unsettled feeling 
in the trade, and, as a result, a slow, 
dragging market has been experienced 
and prices have been quoted entirely 
nominal. Much interest is being mani- 
fested here as to what course or new 
plans will be adopted by the Turpen- 
tine Operators’ Association. The execu- 
live committee of the association met 
at Jacksonville, Fla., on Tuesday last, 
but as the meeting was held behind 
closed doors, no details of any action 
taken could be obtained. It was in- 
timated, however, that several impor- 
tant subjects were thoroughly dis- 
cussed in connection with the naval 
stores situation and a plan suggested 
to stimulate the demand and prices. It 
has been always regarded by the trade 
that the combination was a powerful 
monopoly, but this has not been wholly 
confirmed, 

The subjoined table shows the high- 
est and lowest quoted prices for each 
month since January, 1901, but also the 
highest and lowest points touched in 
each year from 1901 to date of writing.

THE STRENGTH OF SOME NA- 
TIVE BARKS. 


The scarcity of several barks which 
are needed for seasonable consumption 
is causing some concern to local deal- 
ers who have been unable to find relief 
from this condition in the sources of 
production. It is the old question of 
the diversion of labor to more profit- 
able engagement in other fields that is 
responsible for this state of affairs. 
This condition is especially true of the 
South, where the extent of the cotton 
crop determines chiefly the question of 
the employment of labor in other direc- 
tions. Wild cherry bark has been af- 
fected by the neglect of the gatherers 
to the extent that prime qualities have 
become so scarce on spot as to com- 
mand readily nine and ten cents, and 
those grades which are now available 
around six and one-half cents are said 
to be serviceable cnly for grinding. 
Other barks of seasonable requirement 
to which the same condition might be 
applied are white pine and sassafras. 
These are both in doubtful supply in 
spot and in the country, and, while cur- 
rent quotations are relatively high, it 
is likely that they will be further en- 
hanced upon the advance of the active 
consuming season. 

It was under the same influence that 
cottonroot bark has been maintained 
at an almost prohibitive level during 
the greater part of the year, rising from 





quoted at thirty cents. 
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twelve cents in January to forty cents 
in August. The crop gathered in 1902 
was offered at a price between three 
and one-quarter and four cents, deliv- 
ered here. Freer offers from the South 
have been the means lately of easing 
the spot situation, but stocks here at 
present are strongly enough held to be 
Goods due next 
month can probably be marketed at 
twelve cents. Even at the reduced basis 
of primary cost some local dealers are 
not disposed to handle the article. A 
correspondent who is closely in touch 
with gathering conditions in North 
Carolina advises us that attempts have 
been made to buy at a price that would 
yield the gatherers but five cents, a 
figure which, our informant states, Is 
out of the question when the increased 
cost of living is considered... The writer 
believes that such close tactics on the 
part of prospective buyers will result 
in another equally effective restriction 
on the gathering of the bark. Black 
haw of root, cramp and select elm 
barks are also in very light supply and 
held at high values.

PROSPECTIVE CHANGE IN 
KAINIT. 


The business transacted in kainit for 
supplies for consumption in this coun- 
try for this season eclipses that of all 
previous years. The total sales show 
an increase of fully twenty-five per 
cent. over those for the previous sea- 
son, which was the largest in the his- 
tory of the trade. The shipments on 
contracts have been heavy during the 
past two months and all deliveries will 
be completed by the middle of next 
month. The German Potash Syndicate, 
which has a monopoly of the article 
and has dictated prices to the trade 
at the opening of the season, has had 
to contend with increased competition 
from independent miners, who secured 
a good share of the American business, 
Ever since early in October it has been 
intimated in the trade that the Ger- 
man syndicate would lower prices on 
kainit to a level which would discour- 
age competition by the independent 
miners. It is likely that word will be 
received here soon from the syndicate 
and the news of the change in prices, 
if decided upon, and the date on which 
they are to go into effect is awaited 
with keen interest here, as it will have 
an important bearing on the market 
and perhaps materially affect those 
manufacturers who have contracted for 
large supplies, a good part of which 
still remain unshipped. Some are of 
the belief that a change in prices will 
go into effect early in January, while 
others do not look for any change until 
the usual contract time in February. 
According to the present conditions in 
the South, it is intimated that same 
warrants the expectation of a large de- 
mand in the near future. Inquiries are 
of good volume, but the anticipated 
change in prices serves to create con- 
servatism on the part of sellers as well 
as buyers.

The executive committee of the Tur- 
pentine Operators’ Association held a 
meeting in Jacksonville, Fla., recently. 
At this meeting the representatives of 
Operators’ Tank and Storage Company 
were present. Trade conditions in naval 
stores were chiefly discussed and plans 
devised to maintain the prices of 
spirits of turpentine. As the meeting 
was held behind closed doors, further 
details were not obtainable. The meet- 
ing was attended by a number of 
prominent operators and factors in 
naval stores. 


The Phillips organization of window- 
glass workers, according to reports re- 
ceived from Hartford City, Ind., has 
been unsuccessful in checking the 
Johnston factory from operating, under 
the old L. A. 300, or St. Peter, wage 
scale, and it appears that the Phillips 
orgunization has not been victcrious 
in its crusade. The latter have dis- 
tributed six dollars a week market 
money to the men fighting, while those 
employed at the Johnston factory are 
getting twenty dollars a week and a 
settlement at the end of each month. 


F. C. Ball, of Ball Brothers’ glass 
manufacturing company, is given as 
authority for the statement that a deal 
has been consummated whereby his 
company has come into possession of 
four of the largest glass fruit jar man- 
ufactories in the Middle Western 
States. The purchases include the 
Marion Glass Fruit Jar Factory of 
Marion, Ind.; the Coffeyville Glass 
Fruit Jar Manufacturing Company of 
Cofteyville, Kas.; the Loogootee Com- 
pany of Loogootee, Ind., and the Port 
Glass Company of Belleville, Ill. Al- 
though no statement of the purchase 
price has been given out, it is esti- 
mated that it represents an invest- 
ment aggregating about one million 
dollars. 


The Court of Errors and Appeals at 
Trenton, N. J., in the case of Lyman 
E. Warren and others against J. Ar- 
nold Pin, Langley Archer West, and 
R. Montgomery Horne-Payne to re- 
strain the defendants, known as the 
voting trust of the foreign stockhold- 
ers of The Fisheries Company of New 
Jersey as reorganized, last week de- 
elared the voting trust illegal, null and 
void, and ordered that the stock de- 
posited with the voting trust be re- 
turned to the original owners. War- 
ren, representing one-fifth of the capl- 
tal stock of the company as reorgan- 
ized, filed an application for a re- 
straining order against the defendants 
on Jan. 10, 1903. The voting trust pro- 
posed early in 1903 to vote 5,344 shares 
of stock to displace Mr. Warren, Thos. 
F. Price, and Nathaniel B. Church as 
directors of the company. Mr. Warren 
alleged he never authorized his stock, 
a foreign iavestment, to be used by 
the trust.

“has determined that the Standard Oi} 
monopoly shall be broken, and anti- 
cipating a long, hard fight, he has ia 
sued instructions that it be begun im- 
mediately in order that it may be 
completed before his term of office ex- 
pires.”’

With the death of Paul Weidinger there 
passes away one of the old-time mer- 
chants who has been engaged in business 
in this city for over fifty years. After 
an Illness of about one month and a half, 
heart failure resulted in his death at his 
home in Englewood, N. J., on Monday 
last. in his 76th year. 

Mr. Weidinger spent his early life in 
the banking business, with which he was 
connected for thirty years. Since 1879 he 
has acted as one of the agents for the 
German Potash Syndicate, which busi- 
ness was carricd on in the firm name of 
Paul Weidinger & Co., up to the time of 
his death. He was known and highly 
esteemed by his business associates for 
his upright business principles and many 
acts of charity. 

Mr. Weidinger is survived by two 
daughters and two sons. The burial was 
held on Friday in Woodside cemetery, 
Englewood, N. J.

A Cinchonidia Suit. 
Philadelphia, Nov. 19, 1904. 

The whole question of the manufac- 
ture of cinchonidia is involved in an 
unusual suit brought by Henry Hall, 
a chemist, against Mrs. R. J. C. Walker, 
who recently succeeded her late father, 
William Weightman, in the business 
of Powers & Weightman. Hall claims 
to have discovered and introduced cin- 
chonidia, from which a large fortune 
was made. He is now old and without 
resources, and claims that the firm 
of Powers & Weightman owe him 
money. His story of one of the most 
remarkable campaigns of the kind in 
history, is best told in his own state- 
ment, furnished by his attorneys, J. Ed- 
ward Rickert and Henry B. Patton, 
of this city. The statement is, in part, 
as follows:— 


I was in business 
harmaceutical chemist, and came_ to 

ew York in May, 1871. From that time 
I was engaged in several enterprises, in- 
cluding an engagement with _French, 
Richards & Co., 2s manager. W hile en- 
gaged with that firm, up to 1875, I con- 
ceived the idea that certain constituents 
of peruvian bark, namely quinine, cin- 
chonidia, and cinchonia, remaining after 
the manufacture of quinine, could be 
utilized, I spent over three months in 
clinical trials by administration, during 
which time I was negotiating with 
& Weightman to utillze the said 
products.

At first I received but little encourage- 
ment, but after spending over seven 
weeks and being at their factory daily, 
I convinced them that I could create a 
demand for the articles mentioned. On 
March 10, 1875. I was engaged to utilize 
the said products and to create a demand 
for them. The firm gave me no asslist- 
ance whatsoever. Everything was left 
to me. Physicians at that time, consid- 
ered the by-products or collaterals of 
Peruvian bark was rubbish. I was cer-

tain that cinchonidia was the most po- 
tent alkaloid. and it was this_ product 
that I introduced and created a de- 
mand for. 


By my efforts, Powers & Weightman 
made many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and well into the millions of dol- 
lars of profit out of the sale of cin- 
chonidia. I was paid a salary at the 
start of $100 2 month, which was in- 
creased to $125, and then to $150. I was 
never adequately compensated for the 
services 1 rendered. The firm did not 
earry out their agreement with me, 
which was if I made a success, I should 
be retained by them for the remainder 
of mv life. But my phenomenal success 
created jealousy, and through the animus 
of certain employes of the firm, my serv- 
ices were Geoentineed. Sail tile 

tent of the sale of cinchon 
an bs oun rehended from the fact that 
all. the residium from Peruvian bark, 


after quinine had been extracted, had 
been saved from the time of the starting 
of the manufacture of qninine, eighty-six 
years ago, the time of John Farr, the 
founder of Powers & Weightman, At my 
discontinuance with the firm the_ re- 
mainder or waste had all been utilized, 
and the cinchonidia made therefrom had 
all been sold at $1 per ounce, less the 
trade discount, and all the cost was sim- 
ply the bottle, cork, label and putting up. 
At the time I started with the firm, 1 was 
409 years cold. I gave six years of the 
prime of my life and education to that 
work. Now I am in advanced years and 
without resources,

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Meeting of American Chemical 
Society 


A regular meeting of the New York 
section of the American Chemical So- 
ciety was held at the Chemists’ Club, 
Friday evening, November 11. 

Dr. Hugo Schweitzer introduced the 
following resolution, which was sec- 
onded by Mr. T. J. Parker:— 

“The speedy introduction of the metric 
system of weights and measures by ap- 
propriate laws is most desirable in order 
to rid our country of a most illogical and 
cumbersome system, which is one of the 
greatest obstacles to the development of 
our export trade, and in order to place our 
country ona parity with other great man- 
ufacturing countries.” 

After some discussion by Messrs. 
Peckham, Schweitzer and Parker the 
resolution was adopted without dissent- 


ing vote. 
The regular programme was then 
taken up, and the following papers 
read :— 


“The Determination of Ammonia in 
Milk,” by H. C. Sherman and W. N. 
Berg. 

This paper summarized the work thus 
far accomplished, the preliminary re- 
sults of which were presented at the 
Providence meeting in June, 1904. 

The Boussingault-Shaffer method 
(slightly modified) in which the sampl+ 
is mixed with methyl alcohol, made 
alkaline with sodium carbonate an4 
distilled under diminished pressure had 
been found to be sufficiently delicate 
for the determination of ammonia in 
milk where the amount is often less 
than 0.001 per cent. 

With an alkalinity corresponding to 
0.5 per cent. sodium carbonate in the 
mixture of milk and alcohol, a cleavage 
of ammonia from organic matter ap- 
peared to be brought about by this 
process in the case of stale, but not 
fresh milk. 

If the boiling mixture is to be satur- 
ated with sodium chloride, to reduce 
the hydrolytic dissociation of the al- 
kali, this cleavage is largely, if not en- 
tirely, prevented. The results thus ob- 
tained are believed to represent very 
closely the true amount of preformed 
ammonia in the samples, while the 
amount of ‘‘cleavage ammonia” yielded 
by a sample when submitted to this 
process without the addition of sait 
appears to be of value as an indication 
of the condition of the proteid matter 

Methods in which the milk is made 
alkaline and boiled under atmospheric 
pressure to expel the ammonia gave 
high results even when the dilution of 
the alkali was very great. Attempts 
to correct the amount of ammonia 
given off in a second period of distil- 
lation were not satisfactory. 

Preliminary experiments indicate that 
while milk tends to develop both acid- 
ity and ammonia on standing, there is 
no necessary connection between the 
two, since either may increase rapidly 
while the other increases slowly, if at 


all, ovr 

“Report of Committee on Methods 
for the Determination of Zinc.” G C. 
Stone. “Uniformity of Technica! Zine 


Analyses.” 

Early in 1903 the committee sent out 
three samples of zinc ore, ‘‘A’’ a pure 
blende from Joplin, containing about 2? 
ner cent. each of iron and lead and 
9.3 per cent. of cadmium; “B" an ore 
from New Jersey, containing consider- 
able amounts of manganese and iron’ 
“C"' a Colorado blende containing about 
4 per cent, of lead and 7 per cent. of cop- 
ver. These were analyzed by forty-two 
ehemists, who reported from 56.97 to 
59.79 zine and 2.10 to 3.26 iron in “A;’” 
from 12.20 to 39.22 zine and 18.04 to 21.92 
irno in “B,” and from 28.90 to 38.86 zine 
and 8.40 to 15.00 iron in “C.” As the 
results were so disgraceful the commit 
tee have classified the methods in eight 


groups and discussed them and the 
results at considerable length. They 
find that the discrepancies are largely 


due to the attempt to apply to ores to 
which they are totally unsuited quick 
methods that were devised for special 
eases. For the bad work the committee 
think the poor instruction given in 
many of the schools is largely to blame 
The only method that gave uniformly 


good results is that described by War- 
ing (Jr., A. C. S., Jan., 1904, p. 9) the 
oniy reason that they do not recom- 
mend its general adoption is that it has 
only been tried by a very small num- 
ber of analysts. In conclusion they ask 
for volunteers to test some of the meth- 
ods more fully, 

in discussing the foregoing paper 
Prof. E. H. Miller pointed out the re- 
sults obtained at Columbia University 
on the three samples sent out by the 
committee, which showed a very good 
agreement with the standard adopted 
by the committee, considering that they 
were done, as requested by the commit- 
tee, by the method usually employed 
and without special precautions. Meth- 
od 8, description of which appeared in 
the J. A. C. S. for December, 1903, was 
discussed at considerable length by 
Prof. Miller, the more impertant points 
brought out were:—(1) That Waring’s 
statement that the silica should be re- 
moved before the precipitation of ferric 
hydroxide was entirely correct, and the 
failure to observe this precaution might 
give rise to an error of 1 per cent., as 
shown by experiments made by Mr. 
Falk. (2) That Waring’s method for the 
precipitation of zinc sulphide under 
pressure is excellent. (3) That the 
statement that zinc and cadmium can 
not be separated by hydrogen sulphide 
is absolutely wrong. The separation 
can be effected in a hot solution (90 deg. 
C.) containing one c, c. of concentrated 
H. Cl. in each fifty ec. ce. of solution, 
exactly the conditions given by Fresen- 
ius on page 457 of the Nacher’s trans- 
lation. That these conditions must be 
carefully maintained was shown by a 
series of experiments made by Mr. Falk 
to test the separation. (4) That a three 
per cent. uranium nitrate solution is 
preferable to uranium acetate as an 
indicator. (5) That the precipitation of 
zine as zinc ammonium phosphate is 
excellent and was confirmed by the ex- 
perience of fifteen wears in the labora- 
tory. (6) That the separation of zinc 
and manganese by oxidizing agents re- 
quired careful investigation and is not 
free from error as carried out at pres- 
ent. 

The remainder of the evening was de- 
voted to ‘* A Discussion of Radio-Ac- 
tivity,” by Messrs. Wm. Hallock, Hugo 
Lieber, Jerome Alexander, G. B. Pe- 
gram and Charles Baskerville, 
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Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 





Impure Peanut Oil. 


The protest against the collector's action 
in assessing duty on an importation, in- 
voiced as peanut oil, at 25 per cent. ad 
valorem as expressed oil, was overruled 
by the Board of General Appraisers. The 
protestants made claim for a free entry of 
the importation under the provisions of 
paragraph 626, on the ground that the 
merchandise was a pure peanut oil. A 
sample was submitted to the official chem- 
ist for analysis, and he reported that the 
merchandise in question consisted of 7 
per cent. of peanut oil and 25 per cent, of 
cottonseed and other oils. To offset this 
the protestants submitted for evidence the 
result of an analysis of the merchandise 
by Stillwell & Gladding, analytical chem- 
ists, who found that there was a very 
small amount of cottonseed oil in the 
sample, not more than 5 per cent., and 
that so small an amount was probably an 
accidental contamination and not an adul- 
teration. It was stated, however, that 
this analysis was made with a view of de- 
termining whether the sample was pure 
peanut oil, and not to ascertain the rela- 
tive proportion of peanut and other oils, 
while that of the official chemist was made 
for the purpose of determining the per- 


centage of peanut oil contained in the 
sample. The board held, therefore, that 
the oil in question was not only not a 


pure peanut oil, but that the impurity was 
not a natural impurity or accidental con- 
tamination, but a mixture of peanut, cot- 
tonseed, and other oils and was properly 
assessed as a mixture or combination of 
expressed oils at 25 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 3, act of 1897. 








Protest on Gum Sandarac Overruled. 

The Board of General Appraisers has 
overruled the protest of Wm. H. Scheel, of 
this city, for a reclassification of an im- 
portation. invoiced as gum sandarac imi- 
tation. The merchandise had been as- 
sessed at a duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem 
as a chemical compound under paragraph 
8, of the act of 1897. The importers 
claimed that the merchandise was ar 
ester gum or gum advanced in value and 
properly dutiable at %c. per Ib. and 10 pet 





cent. ad valorem under paragraph 20, or 
at 20 ner cent. ad valorem as a manu- 
factured article not otherwise provided 
for, under section 6. The U. S. chemist 
to whom a sample was submitted re- 
ported the merchandise to be a vrepara- 
tion of resin acid not sandarac,.

The merchandise 
had been returned as an alizarin assist- 
ant not specially provided for, and a duty 
of 30 per cent. was imposed thereon.

Chloride of Ethel Dutiable as Ether. 


_A protest, filed by W. F. Sykes, of New 
York, against the collector's action in as- 
sessing an importation of chloride of 
ethyl at $1.00 per pound, was overruled by 
the Board of General’ Appraisers, The 
protestant claimed that the merchandise 
should have been assessed at 25 per cent 
ad valorem as a chemical compound under 
paragraph 3. The board held that inas- 
much as the. merchandise, according to 
the United States Dispensary, was an 
ether, the collectur’s assessmens of $1.00 
per pound was correct. 


Mineral Wax Protest. 


When the protest of Frank Begroisch, 
Jr., came up for cunsideration before the 
Board of General Appraisers it was 
found that the protestant had no evi- 
dence to submit in support or his claim. 
fhe merchandise involved in the protest 
was invoiced as mineral wax and was 
assessed as an unmanufactured article 
at’20 per cent. ad valorem under section 
6 of the act of 1897. The protestant 
claimed free entry under Paragraph 695, 
nut by reason of his non-appearance a 
presumption of correctness was given to 
the collector's classification. 


Duty on Belgium Paraimne. 


Two protests involving the question of 
proper duty on importations of paraffine 
from Belgium, were the subject of de- 
cisions by the Board of General Apprais- 
ers. O. G. Hempstead & Son, of Phila- 
delphia, and The Napier Chemical Co., 
of this city, had imported from Belgium 
parafline produced in Russia. A duty 
was assessed upon the merchandise equal 
to the duty imposed by Russia upon the 
petroleum exported from this country. 
The importers claimed free duty under 
baragraph 633, but were overruled by the 
board. The decision of the board was 
upon a previous ruling which covered 
the same questions involved in these pro- 
tests. It was there held that paraffine 
manufactured from petroleum produced 
in a country which imposes a duty on 
petroleum imported into that country 
from the United States is dutiable at a 
rate equal to that imposed by such coun- 
try on petroleum. 





Resinate of Manganese Not a Gum. 


The Board of General Appraisers has 
overruled the protest of William H. 
Scheel, of this city against the action of 
the collector of this port in assessing an 
importation invoiced as resinate of manga- 
nese at 25 per cent. ad valorem, as a 
chemical compound under paragraph 3. 
The importer claimed that the merchan- 
dise was a gum advanced in value duti- 
able at 4c. per pound and 10 per cent. 
id valorem under paragraph 20, The ap- 
praisers’ report stated that the merchan- 
diseé was a combination of resin, soap, 
and caustic soda with sulhpate of manga- 
nese, and was commonly used as a drier 
for paints and varnishes. The board de- 
cided that the merchandise was not a 
gum as provided for in paragraph 20, but 
rather a chemical compound as the col- 
lector had classified it.

To Liberalize Drawback Laws. 


Washington, Nov. 25, 1904. 


Secretary of the Treasury Shaw has 
come out openly for the comprehensive 
amendment of the present drawback law, 
which he thinks may obviate the neces- 
sity for revising the Dingley tariff act. 
While the Secretary does not specifically 
mention the Lovering drawback bill, yet 
his suggesttions, embody the leading fea- 
tures of that measure, and the trade can 
rely upon his support for any reasonable 
proposition designed to bring the present 
drawback statute into harmony with 
modern business methods. 

Secretary Shaw’s present position with 
regard to the amendment of the draw- 
back law is thoroughly in keeping with 
his attitude since the Lovering bill was 
prominently brought to the attention of 
Congress and the public. He has ex- 
pressed himself openly as favoring a more 
liberal arrangement, but until the present 
time he has never suggested that the 
amendment of the drawback system 
would obviate the necessity for tariff re- 
vision. This proposition has been ad- 
vanced by other advocates of more liberal 
drawback laws, and its adoption by Sec- 
retary Shaw at this time is highly sig- 
nificant not only as foreshadowing the 
success of the movement for the passage 
of the Lovering bill but as indicating that 
the influence of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, at the outset at least, will be 
thrown against any general overhauling 
of the tariff schedules. 

The Secretary's views on the subject of 
drawback amendment have been stated 
by him in a newspaper interview given 
out here and will attract wide attention. 
The present law, Mr. Shaw says, extends 
in its practical operation only to the first 
process of manufacture; that is to say, 
if raw material is imported and manufac- 
tured into an article which in turn be- 
comes the material of some other manu- 
facture in a subsequent process, the tech- 
nicalities of the statute and the regula- 
tions thereunder render it exceedingly 
difficult, if not wholly impossible, for the 
manufacturer who makes the goods ac- 
tually exported to secure his drawback. 
He cites the case of the French law, 
which permits the importer to assign his 
certificate of importation to some manu- 
facturing exporter to whom the duties 
paid on the importation may be refunded 
upon the exportation of merchandise in 
which the raw materials are of the same 
kind and value as those originally im- 
ported, although not necessarily the iden- 
tical materials. This feature of the 
French law is partially embodied in the 
Lovering bill now pending; hence Secre- 
tary Shaw’s indorsement of the French 
method is equivalent to approval of that 
feature of the Lovering measure, 


Citing another illustration, the Secretary 
speaks of the difficulty of securing draw- 
back on tin cans when exported filled 
with oils or other commodities. If the 
actual identification of the tin plate could 
be waived, as is proposed by the Lovering 
bill, the secretary expresses the opinion 
that the government would lose no reve- 
nue, but an enormous export trade could 
be built up in a thousand different articles 
commonly preserved in tin. At present 
a manufacturer who imports tin plates 
and makes them into cans can export the 
same and recover drawback without diffi- 
culty, but if he sells the cans to a manu- 
facturer of lubricants, for example, the 
difficulty in obtaining the drawback is 
greatly increased, and in many cases the 
necessary bookkeeping, the separate stor- 
age of materials, etc., are so costly as to 
be absolutely prohibitory. 

Speaking of the agitation begun by 
tariff revisionists to change the Dingley 
duties, Secretary Snaw gave his opinion 
as to what should be done in the follow- 
ing terms:— 

I am in favor of sending for the prominent 
agitators for revision and asking each what 
schedule he would have revised. I would ask 
him to give his reasons and specify the sched- 
ules. My own impression is that when all of 


them had been heard not more than twenty 
articles would be touched. 

This question is coming up, and it seems to 
me it would be proper that we should have the 
fullest discussion of it. In my judgment, if 
the Dingley act is modified at all it will be 
along the lines of amendments instead of re- 
vision. There is a difference between the two 
terms. The friends of the tariff will do noth- 
ing more than amend, and that is the true Re- 
publican doctrine. 


As a practical illustration of the present 
disposition of the Treasury Department 
to liberalize current drawback regulations 
as fully as the fairest construction of the 
statute will permit, an amendment has 
just been prepared to a series of regula- 
tions issued some time ago upon the ap- 
plication of the Selby Smelting and Lead 
Company, of San Francisco. This com- 
pany imported lead which was manufac- 
tured into various articles and subse- 
quently exported. In calculating the 
amount of drawback to be allowed, the 
department refused to make any allow- 
ance for wastage, the regulations in this 
respect providing as follows:— 

Paragraph 3% of department instructions, 
dated July 19, 1898 (T. D. 19670), providing in 
effect an allowance of 2% per cent. for wastage 
to compensate for loss incurred in manufac- 
turing articles from pig lead to the exported) 


forms, is hereby rescinded, no wastage in this 
process being recognized. 


It will be understood, however, that when 
the pig lead appearing in the exported articles 
has been produced from imported lead ore or 
from imported lead bullion, allowances for 
loss or waste due to the melting and refining 
processes, or to the refining process only, wil! 
be made as prescribed in Treasury decision 
21251, dated June 12, 1899, 


In view of the last provision of paragraph 3 
hereinbefore mentioned, it is proper to state

that should lead in any case be exported in 
the form in which it is withdrawn for con- 
sumption from a bonded smelter or refinery, 
under the provisions of section 29, act of July 
24, 1897, no drawback can be allowed thereon. 


The Selby Smelting and Lead Company 
recently took up with the department the 
matter of providing a wastage allowance, 
which it was contended was only fair and 
just, as the records of the company cov- 
ering a long period of time showed that 
a heavy loss had been sustained under the 
stringent regulations above provided. A 
special agent was assigned to the case, 
and after sifting all the available evi- 
dence very carefully, Assistant Secretary 
Armstrong prepared amendments which 
grant a large measure of relief to these 
manufacturers, The first paragraph above 
quoted is stricken out by Mr. Armstrong 
and the following is substituted:— 


Paragraph 3 of department instructions, 
dated July 19, 1898 (T. D. 19670), providing in 
effect an allowance of 2% per cent for wastage 
to compensate for loss incurred in manufac- 
turing articles from pig lead to the exported 
forms, is hereby amended to allow the addi- 
tion of 1 per cent. of the net weight of tie 
exported article to such net weight as a com- 
pensation for loss incident to manufacture. 


The second paragraph of the regula- 
tions has also been amended to read as 
follows:— 


It will be understood, however, that when 
the pig lead appearing in the exported articles 
has been produced from imported lead ore or 
from imported lead bullion, allowances for loss 
or waste due to the smelting and refining proc- 
esses, or to the refining process only, will be 
made as prescribed in T. D. 21251, dated June 
12, 1899, the second paragraph of which is 
hereby amended to read as follows:—Add t® 
the net weight of the exported articles, after 
official verification, one-ninth of such weight 
when the pig lead used in the manufacture of 
such exported articles was imported in the 
form of ore, and 2 per cent. of such weight 
when the material used in the manufacture of 
such exported articles was imported in the 
form of lead bullion. 


With these modifications the company 
will be able to recoup itself for the loss 
incident to manufacture and will be able 
to compete with free lead in foreign mar- 
kets on a much more equitable basis.

The Production of Quicksilver. 


Washington, Nov. 25, 1904. 


The production of quicksilver in the 
United States during 1903 increased in 
quantity 1,329 flasks and in value $77,086, 
according to the annual report of the 
United States Geological Survey which 
has just been completed. The total pro- 
duction was 35,620 flasks of 764% pounds 
each, valued at $1,544,934, as compared 
with 34,291 flasks, valued at $1,467,848 in 
1902. The developments of the year were 
of great importance, especially in the 
State of Texas, where prospecting dis- 
closed hitherto unknown deposits of cin- 
nabar. Following is an advance abstract 
of this report:— 


Texas.—While the output of quicksilver in- 
creased 1,329 flasks in 1903, there was a de- 
creage in the production in Texas from 5,319 
flasks, valued at $239,350, to 5,029 flasks, 
valued at $21,218 in 1993. A new discovery 
was made during the summer, however, which 
will result in a considerable extension of the 
known quicksilver area of the State, and it is 
evident that quicksilver mining in Texas 
should increase for several years before reach- 
ing the maximum. The new discovery wae 
made by a Mexican who was prospecting in 
the region southeast of the Chisos mountaing 
in the southern part of Brewster county. Sub- 
sequently, Prof. William B. Phillips, director 
of the University of Texas Mineral Survey, 
made a reconnaissance of the area, confirming 
the reports as to its quicksilver-bearing char- 
acter. According to Prof. Phillips, the new 
district lies southeast of the Chisos mountains 
and within six miles of the Roi Grande. It is 
best reached from Marathon, a etation on the 
Southern Pacific Railway, 226 miles southeast 
of El Paso and 400 miles west of San Antonio. 
From this point it is distant about 100 miles, 
as the road now runs; but it would be possible 
to reduce this to 75 miles by proceeding along 
the foothills of the Chisos mountains, leaving 
Boquillas to the southeast. The road from 
Marathon crosses the Del Norte gap and goes 
by way of Bone Spring. 

The geology of the new district has not yet 
been worked out in detail. There are many 
intrusions of igneous reck in the immediate 
locality of the new find, and it is evident that 
these have had an influence upon the occur- 
rence of the cinnabar. The present openings 
are in limestone on the east side of a limestone 
ridge which has been cut by rhvolite. This 
ridge forms the crest of an anticline, the lime- 
stone and shale strata inclining in opposite 
directions at angles varying from 10 degs. to 
20 degs. Along the southward extension of the 
ridge the intrusions of igneous rock become 
more frequent and more pronounced, while on 
the north they gradually merge into the great 
voleanic intrusions of the Chisos. This moun- 
tain range forms a great ellipse of about 15 
miles in width and 100 miles around. In Mount 
Emory it rises to a height of about 7,500 feet 
and presents, from every point of view, an ex- 
tremely rugged outline. The Terlingua sheet, 
just published by the United States Geological 


Survey, touches its western edge, while the 
Chisos sheet, now surveyed and in course of 
engraving, covers the entire area. The range 


is well watered and has fine grass, but the 
panthers, mountain lions, ete., play havoc with 
ealves and colts. so that the main basin is 
still comparatively untouched. , 

The Chisos mountains are to be regarded as 
the dominant feature of all this part of Brew- 
ster county, topographically and geologically, 
and much of the geological history of the 
region is intimately connected with this enor- 
mous intrusion of igneous rock through the 
Cretaceous. Erosion, which, even in that semi- 
arid region, has worked great changes, is here 
seen in its best estate, carving from the clays, 
softer limestones and shales a multitude of 
fantastic shapes; towers, domes, caetles, ter- 
races succeed each other in a dance of topo- 
graphic delirium. 

The district is likely to be of prominence for 
its mineral wealth, the following minerals 
having been already noted:—Cinnabar, galena, 
hematite, limonite and copper compounds. 4 
specimtn of horn-silver was given to the writer 
by a reliable gentleman, who assured him that 
it came from the Chieos. On assay it yielded 
1,120 oz_ silver. The locality has not yet been 
identified. 

To the southeast of the Chisos, and distant 
from the main body of the range about twenty- 
five miles, is the famous silver-lead mine near 
Boquillas, Mexico. it is at the foot of a tall 
finger of limestone known locally as Puerto 
Rico. From this mine, when it was in opera- 
tion a few years ago, 435 car-loads of silver- 


lead bullion were shipped. Disagreement 
among the operators led to the closing down 
of the mine and the removal of the smelter. 
The new quicksilver district shares with Ter- 
iingua a scarcity of fuel, the nearest large sup- 
ply being along the upper slopes of the Chisos. 
But it is better situated with respect to water 
than the Terlingua district, the Rio Grande be- 
ing but six miles distant along a ‘‘draw’’ 
which contains no nills of any moment. The 
time may come when it would be well to con- 
sider the coa] that lies to the north and east 
of the Chisos as a source of fuel. The seams 
are not thick. the maximum being about four- 
teen inches, but some of the coal is of good 
quality. The area of the field hae not yet been 
outlined, nor has there been any detailed study 
of it, this work being reserved for the coming 
season. It is not thought now that there is a 
large coal-field in Brewster county, or that any 
considerable amount of the coal that is present 
lies within commercial possibilities. But there 
is probably enough for the use of the quick- 
silver furnaces, and the field, at Kimble Pits 
and Chisos Pen, on Rough run, is within fif- 
teen miles of the easiern extension of the Ter- 
lingua district. Some ccal was mined here in 
a crude way several years ago, and taken to 
the smelter at Boquillas, Mexico, but there 
has been no work at anv of the pits within the 
last three years. The new district, for which 
the name of Boquilla is proposed is likely to 
show other developments within the year. The 
discovery of cinnabar east and southeast of the 
Chisos mountains was predicted by a writer in 
an article published in the San Antonio Ex- 
press, Aug. 20, 1902, after a study of the con- 
ditions there; but it was not until the summer 
of 1903 that any actual discoveries were made. 
It is not to be doubted that other finds will be 
made this year, for ithe region 1s favorable to 
the existence of quicksilver ore 
California.—The production from the Califor- 
nia mines in 1903 amounted to 30,526 flasks, 
worth $1,330,916. California has produced 
nearly the entire ouiput of quicksilver in the 
United States since 1850, but the greatest ac- 
tivity in the industry in this State was from 
1875 to 1882, when an average of 64,000 flasks 
a year wae produced. Since 1883 the produc- 
tion has approximated 30,000 flasks a year.

The imports of quicksilver during the past 
ten years have been merely nominal. High- 


water mark was reached in 1883, when _ the 
imports amounted to 1,532,738 pounds, valued 
at $593,367. The following year the* imports 
fell off more than 90 per cent., but thereafter 
they increased until 1886, when they reached 
629.888 pounds, valued at $249,411. During the 
next decade the movement was very eccentric, 
the imports rising to 502,871 pounds, valued at 
$445,807 in 1890, and declining to 7 pounds, 
valued at $6, in 1894. In 1900 the imports 
were only 2,616 pounds, valued at $1,051. In 
1901 they declined to 1,441 pounds, valued ‘at 
$789. In 1902 and 1903 the quantity is not 
stated in the official returns, but the values 
are given as $2,166 and $1,065, respectively.

Saturday Evening, Nov. 26, 1904. 


The market for dry colors presents a 
quiet appearance and the demand, as 
well as the movement of supplies into 
the channels of consumption, has been 
restricted by the holiday, resulting in a 
light volume of business. Only small 
import orders have been booked and 
there appears to be no desire by buyers 
to enter into the making of large con- 
tracts of supplies to meet their require- 
ments next spring. No price changes 
have been made and quotations remain 
stationary, there being no indications 
for any market changes in the near fu- 
ture. The demand for metallic paints 
continues to be seasonable and sales are 
of a volume fully up to the expecta- 
tions of most manufacturers. This also 
applies to mixed paints and colors in 
oil. Foreign zincs have undergone a 
further advance abroad and _ here. 
There continues considerable inquiry 
for lead oxides for next year’s delivery, 
but owing to the uncertainties sur- 
rounding the future market for the pig 
metal, sellers are not inclined to make 
contracts for supplies for delivery next 
year. The domestic zincs have been 
well patronized and heavy sales re- 
sulted, embracing mostly contract sales 
of supplies for next year’s delivery, but 
no change in prices has been effected. 


White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


WHITE LEAD.—The trade at the 
moment is more interested in what 
prices will be named for next year de- 
livery than they are in the distribution 
of the lead products into channels for 
consumption, which so far this month 
has been unusually good, but from now 
on the demand will probably diminish 
as winter weather sets in. The market 
conditions of the pig metal is causing 
cerroders of the metal considerable con- 
cern, as those only closely allied to 
the smelting interest may be in a posi- 
tion to anticipate prices for next year, 
but this is mere guess work on the part 
of buyers. There is considerable inquiry 
in the market for dry lead for forward, 
but if any orders have been booked 
they have not as yet been made pub- 
lic, meanwhile deliveries upon  out- 
standing contracts keep makers busy, 
with now and then additional sales of 
car lots on the basis of 5c. and upward, 
as to quantity and terms of sale for de- 
livery both here and at Western points. 
The usual seasonable consumptive 
demand for lead in oil is re- 
ported, and taking the volume of busi- 
ness as a whole, the month just closing 
will compare favorably with previous 
ones when weather conditions and 
the usual disturbing elements of an 
exciting election are considered. Pos- 
sibly after the turn of the month 
something definite may be announced 
regarding prices for 1905. As yet no 
change has been made in prices of for- 
eign makes of lead in oil, but should 
the primary market for metals con- 
tinue to advance, a corresponding rise 
in values here may be considered, but 
for the present 9%c. and upward is 
named, as to quantity, make and terms 
of sale. 

RED LEAD.—Outside of the regular 
deliveries of domestic upon existing 
contracts, and these are beginning to 
slack off, trade is rather quiet. More 
inquiry is reported for 1905 contracts, 
but makers at the moment are not an- 
ticipating the future. For the present 
prices may be quoted at 6c. and up- 
ward, as to quantity and terms of sale. 
English is firmer at 8@9c., as to grade 
and quantity, with glassmakers’ grades 
offered in a limited way for early ar- 
rival at 7%4c. and upward, as to the 
size of the order. German, while not 
quotably higher, is offered in a limited 
way for forward at 6%c. for ordinary 
and 8%c. and upward for extra grades, 
as to quantity and terms of sale. The 
tendency of the morket is upward in 
sympathy with the firm tone of the 
primary market. 

LITHARGE.—Contract deliveries for 
prompt keep up well, especially with 
the large consumers. Outside of these 
requirements trade is rather quiet. 
Prices are steadier, with less pressure 
to sell, at 5%c. up to 6%c., according 
to grade, quantity and terms of sale. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—More inquiry 
in a jobbing way for spot stocks of 
French at 11%c. for special brands and 
other makes at 101%c. and upward, as 
to packing, quantity and terms of sale. 
It is intimated that prices both here 
and abroad will be higher for 1905 con- 
tracts, German, while not quotably 
higher, is offered in a limited way, as 
the indications are that prices will be 
higher after the turn of the year 
to cover the enhanced cost of the raw 
metal at the primary market.

Florence is firm at the recent advance, 
but prices for 1905 contracts are still 
in abeyance. French has been further 
advanced %c. for all grades on the list. 
This makes 5c. advance for the month.

Off colored 
goods in some instances are still be- 
ing offered at $9 and upward, and 
prime white floated at $16 and upward, 
according to quality, quantity and sell- 
er. Prime white foreign is being of- 
fered at $17.50 and upward, and floated 
at $19 and upward, according to qual- 
ity, quantity and terms of sale. Only 
small import orders have been booked. 

CHALK.—The position of the mar- 
ket presents no changes of interest and 
generally speaking trade remains quiet, 
which was due in part to the holiday. 
We hear of no arrivals of importance 
and nv sales worthy of mention. Quo- 
tations remain firm for the standard 
grades, which are held at $3 and up- 
ward, according to quality, quantity 
and seller. , 

CHINA CLAY.—We have nothing of 
interest to report in the way of large 
sales, but inquiries continue good. The 
holiday has checked business to some 
extent.and in the absence of free of- 
ferings, due to the continued searcity 
of vessels abroad, sales of foreign have 
been very light. In the domestic ar- 
ticle a fair amount of inquiry has been 
shown. Parcels of imported are quoted 
at $12 and upward and domestic at $8 
and upward, according to quality, 
quantity and seller. 

FULLER’S EARTH.—This market 
remains quiet and featureless and only 
small sales are being made. The spot 
stock, however, is not being urged for 
sale and prices remain about steady 
Sellers are quoting parcels of pow- 
dered per 100 Ibs. 80c. and upward, ac- 
cording to quality, quantity and terms 
of sale. The spot supply is moderate, 
but more than ample to meet the re- 
quirements of consumers. 

PUTTY.—The deliveries on orders 
and new business shows a decrease, 
due’ to the holiday. Prices have not 
changed and manufacturers are quot- 
ing supplies in bulk per 100 Ibs. at $1.05 
and upward; supplies in tins at 12% to 
25 pounds each per pound at 1%@2c. 
and upward for tins 1 to 5 pounds each, 
and bladders at 1%c. and upward, less 
discounts, according to quantity, qual- 
ity and terms of sales. Inferior goods 
are on the market at 5c. less per 100 
lbs. 

TALC.—Trade has been more or less 
restricted by the holiday and few sales 
of importance could be traced. Small 
lots found buyers at full prices and the 
deliveries on outstanding orders for 
the week-are light. Quotations are 
steady for parcels of American at 
$13.75 and upward per ton of 2,000 lbs., 
according to quality and seller. For- 
eign goods are held at $20 and upward 
per ton of 2,000 lbs. for French and $30 
and upward for Italian, according to 
quality, quantity and terms of sale. 





TERRA ALBA.—The position of the 
market remains unchanged and _ the 
trade in general continues quiet, There 
has been a tair inquiry for small par- 
cels. Sales of car lots have been light 
at previous prices. Holders are quot- 
ing parcels of American No. 1 at 60c. 
and upward per 100 lbs. and foreign 
at 90c. and upward per 100 lbs., accord- 
ing to quality, quantitye and terms of 
sale. 

WHITING.—The call for supplies on 
outstanding contracts has been less ac- 
tive due in part to the holiday, but 
notwithstanding this, the movement of 
supplies for the week amount to a fair 
voluine. Quotations are firm and manu- 
facturers are asking on the basis of 
45c. for commercial, in lots of and over 
500 bbls., or 75 tons, and 48c. for lots of 
100 to 500 bblis., or 15 to 75 tons, f. o. b. 
factory, less discount, according to 
terms of sale. 

Glues, 

Business for the week has been less 
active owing to the holiday interrup- 
tion, and a general quiet pervaded the 
market. No price changes have been 
made and manufacturers continue to 
quote parcels of extra white at 18c. and 
upward; white and brown footstock at 
lic. and 7c. and upward, respectively, 
according to quantity, quality and 
terms of sale. Fish glue liquid is sell- 
ing fairly well in lots of 5 and 10 bbls., 
at 55c.@$1.25 per gallon in bbls. of 50 
gallons each, accordinw to quality, 
quantity and seller. 

Vernish Gums. 


The position of the market remains 
practically unchanged, as noted in our 
last report. Prices in primary markets 
hold firm under good inquiries and 
sales particularly of kauri sorts for 
American account. The jobbing locally 
has been interrupted by the holiday and 
sales for the week are light. Quota- 
tions rest on a firm basis for kauri 
standard Nos. 1, 2 and 3, and the me- 
dium grades. Damar and copal are 
steady and without quotable change. 

Window Glass. 

The market presents no new features 
of interest and trade in general con- 
tinues quiet. Inquiries for certain 
sizes and good quality of glass con- 
tinue good and prices are being firmly 
maintained. The holiday checked busi- 
ness to a great extent and no large lots 
have been traded in. The feeling in 
general has improved but conservatism 
is being adhered to by most buyers. 
Jobbers of the association are main- 
taining prices, while parties not inter- 
ested are shading quotations on small 
lots to the consumers. 
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Patent Medicines in Norway. 


United States Consul-General Borde- 
wich, Christiania, Norway.) 


The attention of the Norwegian medi- 
cal faculty has for some time past been 
directed to the increasing importation of 
patent medicines and other medicinal 
preparations into this country. Such 
preparations have always been looked 
upon with distrust by the physicians, and 
the increasing demand has brought them 
into disfavor with the druggists. 

At the instigation of the medical di- 
rector of the country the matter was 
laid before the Storthing last April, and 
a law was passed May 16, 194, providing 
that the King or his deputies be author- 
ized to forbid the sale of certain arcana 
and of medicinal preparations for which 
the prices asked stand in disproportion 
to the true value of the ingredients. 

Under this law it was decreed (1) that 
certain arcana and patent medicines 
named be excluded; (2) the publication of 
advertisements in Norwegian newspapers 
to further the sale of any and all for- 
eign patent medicines is forbidden; (3) 
the importation of all arcana and medi- 
cines is forbidden except by druggists 
and private persons under special per- 
mit; (4) fines not to exceed 56,000 kroner 
($1,340) may be imposed for violations of 
any of the above enactments. 

Under the provisions of this new law 
other decrees wiil soon follow, and there 
is reason to believe that the imports into 
and sale in Norway of nearly all patent 
medicines as well as of arcana will ulti- 
mately be stopped.

LINSEED.—The market is a shade 
firmer, with less pressure to sell for- 
ward at prices that would have been 
acceptable several weeks ago. Consid- 
ering the weather and the lateness of 
the season the volume of oil going 
into consumption is unusually large 
upon old contracts, but new business is 
not important, as sellers are not in- 
clined to meet the views of buyers for 
forward. Sales have been made for 
prompt of single car lots of State oil 
at 37c., though 38c. is generally asked 
for December and March. Jobbing sales 
are good on the basis of 39c. City oil 
is without special feature, except that 
the jobbing demand keeps up much bet- 
ter than it was expected would have 
been the case, since the recent winter 
weather set in. Prices remain steady 
at 41@42c. for raw, and 43@44c. for 
boiled, and Calcutta at 55c. 

COTTONSEED.—Under pressure to 
sell prices at the seaboard and all 
through the cotton belt have given way 
about 1%c. for forward months below 
those at the close of our last for re- 
fined oil. Crude, while lower for 
prompt, with free offerings at 20%c. 
down to 19%c. for Valley and Southeast, 
at which a large business has been 
done, as the refiners have been free 
buyers on the decline. At the close 
19c. was bid. Texas also sold crude at 
19c. down to 18%4c., but buyers in that 
section have reduced their bids. The 
bulk of these sales of crude have been 
for prompt and December, as the mills 
were holding January forward at more 
money. Against these sales of crude 
there have been large speculative pur- 
chases for May refined, the sales being 
estimated since the opening of the 
month at about 50,000 bbls. at 30c. 
down to 28c. There was an effort to 
stop the decline at 29c., but the pres- 
sure to sell was too great, and from 
present indications it would not be sur- 
prising if May sold at 26c.  be- 
fore the opening of the new year. 
The decline in spot oil has not been 
so sharp as later months. Early in the 
month refined sold at 26144c, and at the 
close sales were made at 26c. There 
is very little export demand for ordi- 
nary refined, the break in prices having 
checked what inclination there was to 
buy oil, but for winter and other high 
grades of oils there is a good 
demand outside of France, on ac- 
count of the failure of the olive crop. 
Large sales of winter oil are reported 
for May-August on private terms, and 
about 3,000 bbls. of winter and 1,500 to 
2,000 bbls. of butter and white oil at 
29@30c., and for the former at 31@32c. 
There is very little buying on the part 
of packers except for prompt to aver- 
age up their purchases early in the 
month at higher figures. The indica- 
tions at the close are that crude will 
sell at much lower prices for December, 
and refined at a corresponding figure. 
Our telegrams indicate the course 
of “coming events’ in speaking of 
the market in detail. Sales were made 
at the opening on Monday of 500 bbls. 
refined for November at 27%%c., 1,000 do.

There are still 
intimations to the effect that the syn- 
dicate have not made a contract with 
dealers here for any part of their sea- 
son’s output of oil, and that the for- 
mer are carrying large quantities of 
oil, unsold. The South is offering some 
2,000 bbls., mostly A oil, for which they 
are asking in the neighborhood of 
19c@19%ec. f. o. b. Baltimore. In the 
absence of buyers here and abroad, no 
sales of crude oil could be traced and 
the market presents a dull appear- 
ance. Owing /to the holiday, business 
in the manufactured grades has been 
held in check, and sales for the week 
have been light. Quotations on small 
lots of pressed oils are being main- 
tained by sellers on the basis of 29c 
and upward for brown, according to 
terms of sale.

Petroleum in Mexico, 
(From United States Consul Magill, Tampico, 
Mexico.) 

On its property, fifty miles west of 
Tampico, on the Mexican Central Rail- 
way, a Mexican petroleum company has 
about fifteen wells in oil and several 
others sunk to within a few feet of the 
oil sand. These can be brought in as 


soon as suificient tankage has been sup- 
plied. Several tanks with a capacity of 
25.000 barrels cach are nearing comple- 
tion. This oil carries about 50 per cent. 
asphaltum. 

For various poient reasons there are no 
developments by other companies, al- 
though several very strong companies 
are ready to sink wells in this district 
on lands thev have acquired by lease or 
purchase. Until such developments are 
under way or determined, it will be im- 
possible to say whether or not Mexico 
has a large oil-bearing territory, or 
whether there exists a grade of oil that 
it will be profitable to refine. 

Authorities differ on most of the ques- 
tions involved, but all seem to agree 
that there are large quantities of oil 
under this part of Mexico and that its 
develonment will mean much to the coun- 
trv. The Federal Government, however, 
has passed a law which seems to dis- 
courage exploration on Government land 
and hampers even private exploration on 
lands in fee, near Government lands.

Transforming the Hydrocarbons of 
Petroleum into Soap-Form- 
ing Fatty Acids, 


As this old problem is said to have been 
solved latterly by Protessor G. Reale, of 
Lauria, Italy—on ‘which subject various 
papers have published different versions— 
we give below a description of the pro- 
cess, with the aid of his English patent 
No. 11,778, so as to enable our readers to 
inform themselves regarding this matter. 

This invention has reference to the 
production of soaps and fatty acids from 
petroleum or other hydrocarbons. 

Heretofore fatty bodies of vegetable or 
animal origin were saponified by powerful 
bases, but as far as I am aware soap ana 
fatty acids have not hitherto been ob- 
tained from petroleum or other hydrocar- 
bons. 

To effect the transformation of hydro- 
carbons into fatty acids and soaps, I act 
in the presence of cetin or spermaceti 
(and also in the presence of all sub- 
stances similar to spermaceti, such as 
China wax), which, according to Chevreuil, 
Dumas and Heintz, is composed of stearic, 
palmitic, cetic (the latter being identical 
with benic acid), myristic and coccinic 
ethers, considering furthermore that by 
treating crude ethal with potash lime, 
Heintz obtained in turn, palmitic, stearic, 
myristic and laurostearic acid, he was of 
opinion that instead of ethalic alcohol 
only, there were also other alcohols in

When the ethers of spermaceti in the 
presence of potash or soda are decom- 
posed into aikaline stearate, palmitate, 
cetate, myristate and coccinate, and the 
elements of water are fixed, there are 
simultaneously generated lauric, myristic, 
cetyl, and stearine alcohols which absorb- 
ing oxygen are transformed into the cor- 
responding acids. The oxygen is absorbed 
from the alkaline hydrates by the my- 
ristic, cetyl, and stearic alcohols, while 
the hydrocarbons absorb it partly from 
the alkaline hydrates and partly from the 
decomposition of the water used for the 
solution of such alkalies. The hydrocar- 
bons are in turn transformed into alcohols 
and then into acids, which form the alka- 
line salts that constitute the soap in the 
presence of the potash and soda therein 
contained. 

Vaseline is a pseudo fat, not a true fat, 
as it is only a semi-solid hydrocarbon and 
is obtained by purification of the residues 
of distillation of raw petroleum by means

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, Nov. 24, 1904. 


The week in flaxseed has been practically 
featureless, though the market closes strong, 
as compared with last week's prices. The in- 
terest in the trade revolves around the buy- 
ing and —s in the Duluth market, and 
there has not been the activity in that mar- 
ket that the season would seem to warrant. 
While the Eastern crushers have been buying 
seed, they have by no means secured the 
amounts that the holders of the seed antici- 
pated, or the amount which it has been cal- 
culated would be sufficient to supply their 
needs and keep their mills running. The ship- 
ments from the Northern = have been sur- 
prisingly small, especially when it is consid- 
ered that the stocks which the Eastern crush- 
ers were reputed to have at the beginning of 
the season were believed to be next to nothing. 
Up to the close of the last week there had been 
in round numbers only about 860,000 bushels 
of seed shipped out of Duluth during the month 
of November. On the previous year the ship- 
ments were about 5,000,000 bushels for the 
entire month, and it will thus be seen that 
the buyers must get feverishly active during 
the rest of this month to reach figures which 
will in any way approximate those of the 
previous year. What is the cause of the fail- 
ure of the East to buy cannot be stated to an 
absolute certainty, but it is believed that the 
price is the main obstacle to the free purchase 
of the seed. Still, it is difficult to understand 
what the independents in the trade intend to 
do. Either they must have the seed or close 
their mills during the winter, or run them 
irregularly on the small supply of the seed 
which they already have. The month is now 
more than half over, and the time for buying 
is getting short. The Northwest, in common 
with the rest of the country, has been treated 
to magnificent weather, and as yet there has 
not been the slightest interruption to naviga- 
tion, but the change for cold weather may be 
expected any time now, and the insurance 
usually terminates with the close of November. 
The situation is a peculiar one. There is now 
in the lake city over 7,000,000 bushels of flax- 
seed, the largest etock in many years, and 
yet the demand has been at a low point during 
the very period when it should show activity. 
It would require a close analysis to determine 
the causes for the strange condition, but to 
the casual observer, it appears as though the 
combine had secured the advantage in the fight 
for position. It is known that the big company 
hae been active in the purchase of seed and 
that it has been a persistent bull during all 
the time that the smaller concerns were try- 
ing to force the price lower. In addition to the 
stocks which the combine has newly purchased 
there was the big supply which it had carried 
over from the previous season, and it is the 
general opinion that of the heavy supplies 
which are now at Duluth, the larger proportion 
is now actually owned or at least controlled by 
the combine. If this supposition prove true it 
is not surprising that the independents have 
been bears and have employed their united 
efforts in an attempt to break the market. 
Statistically they have had the better of the 
argument. The government report indicated 
a yield far in excess of earlier estimates, and 
the experts in the Northwest, who have had 
agents in the field or have carefully compiled 
figures from reports, said to be authentic, have 
come to the conclusion that the crop this year 
will be in the neighborhood of 23,000,000 
bushels, despite the much smaller acreage as 
compared with that of the previous year. Yet 
with all this in their favor the independents 
have not been able to get the price of the 
seed down to the figure at which they are 
ready to buy tn heavy quantities. They have 
been unable to force the price to the level to 
which it was predicted it would go when the 
new crop began to move. Theories have been 
spread showing how the price of the seed was 
away above what it should be, and must in- 
evitably drop, yet it has remained firm, and 
if reports are true, the combine is in a position 
to dictate prices. The hope of the bears in 
‘trade that the offerings would be so heavy 
that the market would be swamped and the 
holdings of the trust cut down in value have 
not been realized. The winter season is draw- 
ing near, navigation is about to close, and the 
receipts at the two primary cities of the North- 
west have not reached the figures of last year 
or of the year prior, by one-half. It is hard 
to believe that the crop of seed is so heavy as 
it has been estimated when the arrivals fall 
so far below those of former years. Had there 
been the same outward movement of the seed 
this month that there was last year the stocks 
would not have shown such an enormous in- 
crease At the rate at which the seed ha« 
been coming to the market this year, !* is 
robably safe to say that the demand, had it 
Coon equal to that of. one year ago, would 
easily have absorbed the entire offerings. The 
situation, then, in the seed market is a pecu- 
liar one, and it may work its way eut in a 
manner that has not been anticipated by the 
general trade. Unless the independents get 
their seed within the next week or ten days, 
it is believed that there will be a partial shut- 
ting down of many of the crushers. How this 
will affect the market for oil cannot be said. 
If the situation were a natural one, it would 
be reasonable to assume that the cutting off 
of supplies would cause an advance in the 
price, but ff, as the bears claim, the situation 
is largely dominated by one concern, then the 
condition is so far unnatural as to destroy the 
possibility of reasoning out the result. It is 
believed that there fs a big surplus of oil in 
the country at the present time. Stocks of 
flaxseed at Duluth now stand 7,006,000 bushels, 
a gain for the week of 687,000 bushels, which 
is far in excess of the shipment. The price of 
the November delivery is still about two cents 
over the December, and this has been the one 
great obstacle to the purchasing of havy quan- 
tities of the seed by the Fastern crushers. At 
Minneapolis the recelpts have fallen off some- 
what, but the stocks have shown a small in- 
crease, and are now 1,257,143 bushels, com- 
pared with 1,165,843 bushels the week previous 
and 1,442,603 bushels last year. In the local 
market there has been no change in the public 
supply, which still stands 16,647 bushels. The 
trade here has been lifeless, transactions being 
small and prices being entirely governed by 
the Duluth market.

LINSEED OIL.—The trade has been quiet 
and there is not much activity anticipated be- 
fore the holidays have passed. The market, 
however, remains firm at the tetter price 
which was recently quoted for the oil. The 
schedule is now 37c. per gallon, in carlots, and 
while it may not always be closely adhered to, 
there is no doubt that just now there is lees of 
“‘scalping’’ than there has been at any time 
during the present season. There is some dis- 
position on the part of the jobbers to contract, 
but as yet the crushers have not taken kindly 
to the suggestion, as the future of the seed 
market is too uncertain. As has been fre- 
quently said, the price of the oil depends now 
largely on the cake market, and as that mar- 
ket is decidedly strong. it would be possible 
for the crushers to sell their oil below the 
present schedule price and still make a margin 
of profit. The conditions appear to be ripe for 
a revival of activity in the trade after the 
holidays are over. The jobbers have been fill- 
ing their orders from hand to mouth, the 
wholesaler has not kept weil stocked up, and 
the retailer has kept very closely to the point 
of having nothing on hand. It is very doubtful 
if there has been for many seasons such a con- 
dition in the oil trade, and when the supply 
immediately available for public use was so 
small. Becauee of this fact the trade holds to 
the opinion that there will be a bie boom in 
business with the commencement of the new 
ear. 

LINSEED CAKE.—The situation in cake has 
not shown any material change. The demand 
is strong, as it was at the close of trade last 
week, and the brokers report a broad outlet 
for all the cake which they can secure for 
export. The price remains firm at the recent 
advance—$26 per ton, f. 0. b. Chicago. There 
has been a new development of the speculative 
movement in Europe and some of the trade de- 
clare that a further advance would not be 
eurprising. However, the legitimate demand is 
sufficient to absorb the offerings at the present 
prices, though the buyers have been somewhat 
slow to pay the higher value. The domestic 
demand is now assuming larger proportions and 
cattle destined for the fancy beef trade are be- 
ing fed liberally on the meal. 

CORN OIL.—The trade is quiet and the sales 
during the past week have been rather light. 
The demand for the oil comes from Europe 
and, a@ the output is rather Jimited, the supply 
has been well absorbed. and there is no sur- 
plus on hand with which to reckon. The mar- 
ket, however, does not show the firm tone 
which it recently exhibited. Prices remain the 
same as those quoted last week. In barrel lots 
the oil now seils $3.40 per hundred, f, o. b. 
Chicago. 

LARD.—The cash market closed the week 
slightly lower than it was at the cloge of the 

revious week, to-day’s final figure being 

6.97%, Sc. under last week’s price. The ten- 
dency of the hog market toward a lower basis 
is s*ill pronounced, and there is no one in the 
trade who will dare set a bottom for hogs this 
season. They sold this week at $4.55. only 5c. 
removed from the figure which packers set as 
the point to be gained before the packing sea- 
son had actually opened. There has been a 
fair speculative trade in lard during the week 
and the offerings have been fairly liberal. The 
foreign situation still is favorable to the bears. 
There was some export demand, but as the 
European markets are well stocked up with the 
product, the demand from this @ource is still 
comparatively light. A llitle refined lard was 
in demand for export. There has been a mod- 
erate request for loose lots. with the offerings 
somewhat limited. Speculators have been free 
sellers of the May option, especially during the 
past two days. The offerings of leaf lard were 
larger and the demand generally not so good. 
A little neutral was wanted, and there was 
some anxiety to sell, but the entire volume of 
the business was extremely small. Loose lard 
closes $6.67%; leaf. $6.87%4; neutral, $8.25. 

STEARINES—Quilet, without interest at un- 
changed prices. We quote nominally as fol- 
lows:—Prime oleo stearine, 6%c. Chicago; 6%c. 
Misgouri River; No. 2, 6%c.; lard stearine, 
7%c.; Mutton stearine, 6%c.; tallow stearine, 
5c.; grease stearine 4%@4\c.

Kentucky Petroleum Developments. 
Barbourville, Nov. 25, 1904. 


The record for activity in the Kentucky 
and Tennessee oil fields during the past 
few weeks has been pretty well sustained. 
Dusters have been few and far between 
and completions in all parts of the field 
show activity to be general. The pre- 
vailing dry weather and scarcity of water 
has, to some extent, marred an otherwise 
prosperous season for drilling, and the 
figures this month in regard to comple- 
tions will probably not be above those of 
the two preceding months. 

This week one well with a production of 
125 barrels was drilled in, and several 75- 
barrels strikes were made. In the lower 
division in Wayne county a Detroit con- 
cern, the Kentucky Colonels’ Oil Co., got 
a 125 barreler in its No. 35, but in finish- 
ing the well up the rig was completely 
destroyed, the gushing oil igniting. In 
the Steubenville division, near this strike, 
another Northern company landed a 
barreler, and a local company got a 
50-barrel producer. Several strikes of 
small caliber were made in the Cooper 
and Slickford divisions this week. 

Drilling is being extended from the 
Wayne county Cor negment into sur- 
rounding counties. Drilling is now under 
way in Pulaski and Clinton counties in 
this State, and across the line in Tennes- 
see a number of wells are going down. 
New York and Michigan operators have 
lately taken up the work of development. 

In the upper fields the trend of develop- 
ment is toward the Wolfe and Estill coun- 
ty flelds, into which the Standard com- 
pleted a pipe line the latter part of last 
month. everal operators from the older 
fields are now drilling in these counties. 

The Wolfe county field last week turned 
out the biggest well ever drilled in that 
field. It was drilled by the Morgan Oil 
Company, in a wild-cat territory, and 
does 100 barrels. It is leading to a great 
deal of new work in that territory. One 
other strike was made in Wolfe county 
last week, doing 25 barrels. The Estill 
county division has turned out a dozen 

roducers of the smaller class this month. 

he depth of the oil producing sands in 
the Wolfe and Estill county field reach 
extremes, the wells of the former being 
but 200 feet oor and the Wolfe county 
strikes coming in below 1,000 feet. The 
grade of oil also differs. 

Developments huve been commenced in 
several of the counties adjoining the 
Wolfe county fields. The Standard, which 
owns about twenty-five gas wells in Meni- 
fee county, is said to be preparing to 
pump the product to surrounding towns.

Refining of Cotton Oil in India. 


As there is very little detailed informa- 
tion published on this important subject, 
the tollowing article will no doubt prove 
interesting to those connected with the 
industry:— 

Crude cotton oil as it runs from the 
presses varies in color from a ruby red 
to almost black. This yariation in color 
is due to the nature of the seed, the con- 
dition at the time of treatment, and the 
temperature used in cooking the meats. 
The oil also contains a fair quantity of 
matter in suspension, viz.:—Fine meal, 
mucilage and tarry matters. There is 
also dissolved in the oil about 1 per cent, 
of a peculiar coloring matter called ‘‘gos- 
sypin,”’ nearly % per cent. of albuminoids, 
and varying quantities of resinous mat- 
ters. Free fatty acids are also contained 
in the oil, and may vary from about 0.75 
per cent. in a first-class oil to even 8 
per cent. in a bad oil. It should be re- 
membered that in the refining operation 
this free fat acid is removed and, there- 
fore, adds to the shrinkage. Unsaponifia- 
ble matter occurs in the oil in quantities 
varying from % per cent. to 1% per cent 
For refining cotton oil, caustic soda leys 
of various strengths are used according 
to the condition of the oil. The action 
which takes place on the addition of the 
caustic soda ley is as follows:—A portion 
of it combines with the free fatty acids 
present, forming soaps. A further quan- 
tity dissolves the resinous matters, ‘‘gos- 
sypin’’ the coloring matter, and the al- 
buminoids. The soap formed is insoluble 
in the oil, and the agitation of the oil 
during the refining causes it to form into 
fine curds. When the agitation is stopped 
the soap, together with the solution of 
resinous matters, albuminoids and color- 
ing matter, settles down and forms the 
thick mass which is known in the trade 
as “mucilage.’’ Unfortunately, the caus- 
tic soda also saponifles a portion of the 
oil, and it should be the aim of the care- 
ful refiner to add no more ley than is ab- 
solutely necessary to obtain a good pale 
oil, and so avoid unnecessary loss. 

Many refiners depend upon the appear- 
ance of the oil under treatment to deter- 
mine the end of the operation, but this is 
not at all a satisfactory method. The 
best plan—and one that gave most satis- 
factory results in the writer’s hands—is 
to make experimental tests on the oil 
with different percentages of ley, and use 
the best result obtained as a guide for 
working the batch of oil. The test is car- 
ried out as follows:—Two hundred cubic 
centimetres of the oil are placed in a 
beaker and warmed up to 120 deg. Fahr. 
When this temperature is reached the 
measured quantity of ley is added with 
vigorous stirring. The mixture is then 
allowed to stand in a warm place, and 
when well settled the oil is poured off into 
a measure and the decrease in volume 
noted. The decrease gives the shrinkage, 
and the color of the refined oil can be 
seen by filtering a portion of it into a 
clean bottle. Several tests should be set 
on at the close of the day and finished 








the next morning. From the result of the 
most satisfactory experiment the quan- 
tity of ley required is calculated. The 
percentage of free fat acids should also 
be determined, for according to the quan- 
tity of these it is wise to vary, within 
certain limits, the strength of the caustic 
soda ley used in the refining operation. 

The caustic soda used in the refining of 
cotton oil should be of a high quality, 
one of 74 or 77 per cent. grade being the 
best to use. Low grade caustic sodas con- 
tain large quantities of useless impurities 
and, sodium hydrate (NaOH) being the 
active factor in the ley, the volume re- 
quired to do a certain amount of work 
will increase the lower the grade of the 
soda used, 

The following table will no doubt prove 
useful to the refiner:—

The refinery plant varies in detail in 
different refineries and according to in- 
dividual ideas, but the apparatus in gen- 
eral use is the following:—Soda melting 
tank, ley tank, refining tank, mucilage 
tank, washing tank (for edible oil produc- 
tion), air pump, filter press, storage tank. 

The soda melting tank should be con- 
structed of about 3-16-inch iron plate, and 
provided with a strong grating fitted 
about 2% feet from the top of the tank. 
A length of perforated steam piping can 
with advantage be placed along the bot- 
tom of the tank to warm the water, 
which will aid the dissolving process, and 
also to well mix the solution. A water 
cock should be fitted over the tank. The 
ends of the caustic soda drum are 
knocked off, the drum is then lowered on 
to the grating, covered with water (which 
is heated by the steam coil), when the 
dissolving process will go on with little 
or no attention, After all the soda is dis- 
solved, a gentle agitation of the ley for 
a few minutes with steam will render it 
of uniform strength, 

Placed above the refining tank is an or- 
dinary rectangular iron tank for contain- 
ing the ley. It is fitted with an outlet to 
the sprinkler pipe, which is covered with 
wire gauze to prevent any foreign matter 
getting into the holes of the sprinkler, 
and should be situated about three inches 
from the bottom of the tank. Fitted over 
the tank are pipes for leading in the 
strong ley and water. Under this tank is 
fixed the refining tank, which may be 
either cylindrical or square, and con- 
structed of one-fourth-inch iron plate. 
The bottom of the tank is made to the 
shape of a cone or hopper, at the apex 
of which is fitted a sufficiently large cock 





(gate valve) in order to run off the muci- 
lage. A tank which will hold from 3,000 
to 4,000 gallons when filled to within four 
feet from the top is a convenient size to 
use. Actuated by means of toothed gear- 
ing or a pulley wheel is an agitator, the 
horizontal shaft of which passes through 
the stuffing-boxes on each side of the 
tank. In order to heat the oil, a closed 
steam coil is fitted from the bottom to 
about one-third the way up the tank. A 
small open coil should also be fitted at the 
bottom of the tank, as open steam is 
sometimes of use when refining poor 
quality oils. A skimmer or draw-off pipe 
on a swivel joint is fitted inside the tank. 
The ley sprinkler is fitted across the top 
of the tank, and should be constructed of 
1%-inch iron pipe, fitted together in the 
shape of a U and perforated with one- 
fourth-inch holes, of which there should 
be two rows on the under side of each 
extension. 

The mucilage tank is placed imme- 
diately under the refining tank, and 
should be constructed of one-fourth-inch 
iron plate. The bottom is made to the 
shape of a cont, and a sufficiently large 
cock is fitted at the apex by means of 
which the mucilage is run off into barrels 
or other packages. A closed steam coil 
should be fixed round the bottom of the 
tank to keep the mucilage in a liquid 
state. 

To one side of the refining tank, but at 
a lower elevation, the washing tank (C) is 
erected. This tank should be constructed 
of one-fourth-inch iron plate, and may be 
square with a hopper bottom or rectan- 
gular with a semi-cylindrical bottom, The 
former shape has a draining cock fitted 
at the apex of the hopper, while the latter 
is slightly tilted to one end, where the 
draining cock is fitted. Closed steam coils 
are fitted inside the tank in order to raise 
the oil to any desired temperature when 
washing. A _ perforated air pipe should 
also be fitted at the bottom of the tank. 
Tt is an advantage to provide the tank 
with a mechanical agitator, as this comes 
in useful when producing the best quality 
edible oils, 

The air pump, of which there are many 
suitable types, is used to blow the oil 
free from moisture. It is conveniently sit- 
uated in the basement. 

The rotary pumps are used to convey 
the oil from the washing tank to the stor- 
age tank, etc., and there are many makes 
on the market suitable for the oil re- 
finery. 

The filter press is one of the most use- 
ful pieces of apparatus found in the oil 
refinery, and its value should not be un- 
der-estimated. Among its uses the fol- 
lowing may be mentioned:— 

(1) Removing the footy and mealy mat- 
ter from the oil shortly after it leaves 
the presses, thus obviating the necessity 
of long settling. If desired, the footy 
matter separated from the filter cloths 
can be reworked with fresh meats. 

(2) Filtering the refined oil to remove 
any traces of mucilage or sediment. 

(3) Removing the fuller’s earth after the 
bleaching operation. 

(4) Separating the suspended stearine 
from the chilled oil in the preparation of 
“salad oil,” “‘winter oil,” ete. 

© For brightening first-class edible 


ols, 
The style of plate with which the filter 


press is provided is an important matter. 
The presses which give the most satisfac- 


tory results are those provided with 
plates studded with small topless pyra- 
mids. These pyramids serve as a support 
for the cloths, and at the same time pro- 
vide channels for the oil to pass to the 
outlet of the plate. The rate of filtration 
is much increased by using this pattern 
of plate. When filling the press with 
cloths, care must be taken not to tighten 
them unduly, and to avoid creases where 
the planed surfaces of the plates hold the 
cloths. If these matters are not attend- 
ed to, the cloths will either burst or be- 
come cut. Before commencing the filter- 
ing operation the plates should be well 
screwed up, otherwise the oil will leak out 
between the cloths and plates. For rapid 
and effectual closing of the press, the 
ratchet lever is to be preferred. When it 
is required to filter only a small quantity 
of oil, a few of the chambers should be 
fitted with cloths and a dummy or blank 
plate inserted. For satisfactory filtration 
the operation should be conducted slowly 
at first with a low pressure, gradually 
increasing as the operation proceeds. 
Why this is so can be clearly seen from 
the fact that the greater the volume of 
material passing through the press at one 
time, the more solid matter is deposited. 
This matter becomes consolidated by the 
heavy pressure, and so hinders further 
filtration. The efficiency of a good press 
can be minimized greatly by the use of 
poor filtering medium; to secure the best 
results, good filter cloths are absolutely 
essential. Thick twill cloths or “swans- 
down” cloths are the best for cotton oil 
filtration. With due care the cloths will 
last a large number of filtrations; care 
must be taken, however, to clean them 
carefully and properly. The deposited 
matter should be scraped off with a blunt 
instrument, and then the cloths should be 
washed with soap in hot soda _ water. 
After washing they should be well rinsed 
and thoroughly dried. Never prepare a 
press with damp cloths; if this is done the 
whole batch of oil will be rendered turbid. 

The storage tank may be square, rec- 
tangular, or cylindrical in shape, which- 
ever is most suitable, and is constructed 
of iron plate. Its capacity should be 
large; one of 10,000 gallons is a convenient 
size. When erecting the tank a position 
should be chosen, if possible, where the 
surrounding temperature does not fall 
much below 60 deg. Fahr. In cases where 
such a position cannot be secured, means 
should be provided by which the oil can 
be kept at about the temperature stated. 
The tank should be provided with a suit- 
able run-off cock for filling packages, and 
this outlet should be situated about two 
inches from the bottom, 

As mentioned in the beginning of this 
article, before commencing the refining 
operation, the percentage of free fatty 
acid in the oil should be determined and 
preliminary refining tests carried out. The 
strength of ley to be used varies a little 
according to the amount of free fatty 
acid contained in the oil, otherwise an oil 
containing a high percentage would re- 
quire such a large bulk of weak ley such 
as would be used to refine an oil with a 
low percentage of free fatty acid. An oil 
containing from 0.5 per cent. to 1 per cent. 
of free fatty acid requires a ley of 12 
deg. Be, and oil containing 1 per cent. to 
2 per cent. requires a ley of 14 deg. Be,

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and an oil containing from 2 per cent. to 
3 per cent, requires a ley of 16 deg. Be., 
and so on. It is questionable whether it 
is worth while refining oils containing 
over 3 per cent. of free fatty acid. Wheth 
er or no must be decided after a critical 
examination of the oil. 

For the production of first-class edible 
oils care and good judgment must be ex- 
ercised, It is of the utmost importance 
that a choice crude oil is chosen contain- 
ing not more than 1 per cent. of free fatty 
acid. The oil should be well freed from 
any mealy and mucilaginous_ nfatter. 
Every part of the apparatus should be 
perfectly clean, and the temperature to 
which the oil is subjected during the 
process must be kept low. If these con- 
ditions are not observed the oil will be 
spoiled for the purpose for which it is 
intended. The following is a method giv- 
ing admirable results:— 


The batch of crude oil is pumped into 
the refining tank and warmed to 100 deg. 
Fahr. The agitator is then started, and 
the caustic soda at a strength of 12 deg. 
Be. run in slowly via the sprinklers. The 
quantity of soda ley required is found by 
the preliminary laboratory test. When 
all the ley is in, the oil is agitated for 
another quarter of an hour, and then al- 
lowed to rest for about twelve hours 
(over night.) The supernatant oil is then 
run into the washing tank, and in order 
to separate any particle of floating mu- 
cilage, should pass through a wire sieve. 
The object of washing is to remove the 
last traces of alkali and mucilage re- 
maining in the oil, and in the case of edi- 
ble oils should be carried out with care, 
The oil is raised to a temperature of 120 
deg. Fahr., and water sprayed over the 
surface by means of a rose attached to a 
small flexible pipe. This operation is con- 
tinued until a clear wash water runs 
away. After the final washing, the oil is 
allowed a good settling at 120 deg. Fahr. 
and then drained. The oil will now con- 
tain a trace of moisture, which renders 
it turbid, and before filter-pressing this 
must be got rid of. It should be clearly 
understood that filter-pressing will not 
brighten an oil which is dulled by the 
presence of traces of water. One method 
used to remove the adhering moisture is 
to blow air through the oil until it ap- 
pears bright. the temperature being main- 
tained at 120 deg. Fahr. This method is 
nol altogether satisfactory ior this class 
of oil, and in any case, if adopted, shal- 
low washine tanks should be usei. A 
good method, and one by which the flavor 
and odor of the oil is not impaired, is 
the following:—The oil at a temperature 
of 120 deg. Fahr. is sprinkled with well- 
dried powdered salt, agitation being con- 
tinued during the operation. After all 
the salt has been added. the agitation is 
ecntinued for about half an hour. The 
oil is then allowed to stand for forty-eight 
hours at the same temperature, after 
which it is drained, allowed to cool to 
about 65 deg. Fahr., and filter-pressed into 
the storage tank. The salt may be used 
io the proportion of % cwt. to 100 cwt. of 
ol, 


A temperature of 120 deg. Fahr. should 











not in any case be exceeded when making 
best edible oils, or else the oil will de- 
velop a cottonlike odor and flavor. Air 
blowing, if resorted to, to free from the 
last traces of moisture, should not be for 
long, or else the oil will suffer slight oxi- 
dation, and its flavor and odor will be 
impaired. Edible oils should possess a 
sweet and butterlike flavor and a very 
slight odor. Great care should be taken 
that the oil is filled into clean sweet bar- 
rels when getting ready for dispatching. 
Crude cotton oil containing from 1 per 
cent. to 2 per cent. of free fatty acids is 
refined for second-class edible oils, and 
also soap oils of first-class quality. In 
the refining and washing operations the 
oil may be heated to 130 deg. Fahr., and 
the strength of ley used to refine is about 
14 deg. Be. The process is the same as 
that used for first-class edible oils. In 
the manufacture of soap oils the oil is not 
generally washed with water, but after 
separating the mucilage, it is washed in 
the refining tank with a weak ley stand- 
ing at about 3 deg. Be. After this wash- 
ing it is allowed to stand for five or six 
hours, and then removed from the set- 
tlings into a tank, where it is brightened 
by air blowing. The oil may be heated to 
between 160 deg. and 180 deg. Fahr. dur- 
ing the air blowing, which is continued 
until a sample withdrawn remains clear 
and bright at a temperature of 60 deg. 
Fahr. It should then be pumped into the 
storage tank. Good soap oils should be 
of a pale golden yellow color, free from a 
reddish tinge. If this reddish color is al- 
lowed to remain, dark-colored soaps are 
produced. For edible oils the washing 
with water is carried out, and the last 
traces of moisture removed by air blow- 
ing at a temperature of 130 deg. Fahr. 
This temperature should not be exceeded, 


Crude cotton oil of the third grade, con- 
taining from 2 per cent. to 3 per cent. 
of free fatty acids, is quite unsuitable 
for producing edible oils. The refined oil 
may be used for manufacturing purposes, 
however. The strength of ley required to 
refine this grade of oil is 16 deg. Be. 
Treating oils of this quality with open 
steam before refining is found an advan- 
tage. The oil is heated by means of closed 
steam to about 160 deg. to 180 deg. Fahr., 
and open steam then let into it. The 
steaming should be continued for about 
twenty minutes. Much of the coloring 
and albuminous matters are precipitated 
by the steam, and the advantage of this 
is obvious. Care must be taken not to 
prolong the process, or the oil may suffer. 
The oil is allowed to settle out the con- 
densed water and precipitated matters, 
which are then separated and the oil re- 
fined in the usual way. The temperature 
used in refining this class of oil may be 
between 160 deg. to 180 deg. Fahr., and it 
is not general to wash the oil with water 
after refining, but this depends upon the 
purpose for which the oil is intended. It 
is an advantage to wash it once with 
weak ley at about 3 deg, Be. after sep- 
arating the mucilage. The oil is bright- 
ened by air blowing at a temperature of 
about 200 deg. Fahr., or, if desired, the 
trace of moisture.can be boiled out by 
means of a closed steam coil. With oils 








of this description it is often impossible 
to remove all the reddish color. 

The shrinkage in refining is entirely de- 
pendent upon the class ot oil undergoing 
treatment, and whether the whole or only 
a part of the coloring matter is removed. 
With the best oils it varies between 6 to 
8 per cent., and in some cases only 3 per 
cent. With poorer quality oils it may 
reach even 2 per cent. The advantage 
of making an experimental refining test 
in the laboratory before operating upon 
the bulk of the oil is clearly seen. In 
many cases it will be found that the oil 
under consideration is not worth refining. 
Many refiners depend upon the appear- 
ance of the oil under treatment to deter- 
mine the end of the operation. The 
change in appearance of the oil during 
the operation is a useful guide as to the 
progress of the operation, but should not 
be entirely depended upon. For the bene- 
fit of young readers and students these 
changes are described. At the commence- 
ment of the operation the oil becomes 
covered with a layer of yellow froth, but 
as the addition of the caustic soda ley 
proceeds the froth begins to disappear, 
and the oil appears dark in color, some- 
thing like molasses. In a short time the 
oil assumes a brownish color, and a sam- 
ple examined will show particles of black 
matter floating in the oil. This condition 
is termed in the trade the ‘“‘breaking”’ of 
the oil, and is often considered an_indi- 
cation that the refining is finished. When 
air or open steam are used in the refining 
peocess, the operation should not be too 
prolonged, or the oil will suffer. 

Refined oils of the first class are used 
for the manufacture of best quality but- 
terines and lard compounds, for salad oil 
sardine packing, baking, pharmaceutica 
purposes, etc. Oils of the second class 
are used in the manufacture of soaps, 
blown oil, margarine, and in frying, etc. 
The third class oils are used in soap- 
making, for blending with mineral oil in 
the manufacture of burning oil, in the 
preparation of rubber substitutes, as a 
bath for tempering steel, etc, 

The mucilage which is obtained from 
the refining operation should be kept hot 
by means of a steam coil in the tank, 
and, before filling into packages, any oil 
that rises to the surface should be 
skimmed off and mixed with the next 
batch of oil to be refined. In this coun- 
try the mucilage is mainly worked up 
into “black grease’ and “‘distilled cotton 
oil stearine.’”’ The ‘‘black grease’’ is ob- 
tained by decomposing the mucilage with 
sulphuric acid, and if ‘‘distilled stearine’”’ 
is desired the ‘“‘black grease’ 1s distilled 
by means of superheated steam. The 
“stearine’’ is principally used in the man- 
ufacture of soaps, but at times is pressed 
into “‘oleine’’ and “‘stearine,’’ the former 
of which is used for soap making, etc., 
and the latter for cheap candles. ‘The 
residue remaining in the stills is called 
“stearine pitch,’ and is used for bruns- 
wick black making, making oil gas, etc. 
Sometimes the mucilage is used as an in- 
gredient of cheap ‘‘wagon greases.’’—Oil 
and Colorman’s Journal. 
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Copra Trade of Amsterdam. 


In consequence of the unfavorable 
weather, the crops in our colonies were 
everywhere extraordinarily small. Manila 
and Ceylon, on the contrary, yielded a 
very large crop, in consequence of which 
the total quantity of copra on offer was 
again abundant, which was reflected all 
the stronger in the course of prices by 
the fact that other raw materials suitable 
for soap-manufacture continued to com- 
pete in great quantities. The better va- 
rieties were permanently in great de- 
mand, and the prices obtained propor- 
tionately high, it being again experienced 
that care bestowed on the preparation is 
well rewarded. 

The figure of about 17,700 tons points to 
a strong decrease in the arrivals in 1903; 
the quantity mentioned hereinafter as 
having been dealt in at Amsterdam, is 
only that sold by first hand importers. 

Our market’s share in the trade in copra 
produced outside of our colonies remained 
small, but attempts to draw more of that 
trade also to our town, are unintermit- 
tent. 

Although circumstances were, on the 
whole, favorable to our market, yet its 
influence and financial strength were not 
lessened, and in consequence of the in- 
creased demand of late, the year closed 
with firm prices and an inclination toward 
higher ones. 

Shipment by sailing ships only rarely 
takes place, as shipment by steamer. 
which renders business at fixed dates of 
supply possible, offers preponderant ad- 
vantages to manufacturers.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Nov. 26, 1904. 


Reports from the principal produc- 
ing districts during the past week 
show considerable improvement, as sev- 
eral new wells of exceptional initial ca- 
pacity have been brought ia in West 
Virginia, and Ohio, not to be outdone, 
also reports a few of the kind that 
make the driller’s heart rejoice. The 
best feature of the West Virginia wells 
is that they appear to have exceptional 
staying qualities, the latest reports be- 
ing to the effect that they had shown 
very little falling off in production from 
the amount of the first few days. This 
has naturally stimulated field work, 
and as some extension to previously 
defined territory is said to be estab- 
lished by these large wells an im- 
petus has been given to placing loca- 
tions in advance in various directions, 
and it will doubtless tend to increase 
the amount of wildcat operations. AS 
the territory in every direction will 
promptly be thoroughly tested it will 
soon be determined whether these wells 
indicate an important increase in pro- 
ductive area, or whether they have 
merely tapped a small pool of limited 
extent. Aside from these lucky strikes, 
however, the results of operations have 
been of the same reneral character as 
have come from the fields during the 
past two months—a succession of small 
pumpers and a large percentage of dry 
holes. It is probable that with these 
wells keeping up their production the 
new production for November will show 
an increase over that of October and 
an entirely different field report may 
be the result. Early in the month 
every indication pointed to a further 
shrinkage in new production and pro- 
ducers were confidently counting on 
further advances in the price of the 
product. From Kansas reports show 
the production to be increasing and 
conditions there are improving. The 
production in Texas is now estimated 
as follows: Batson, 10,000 bbls; Sour 
Lake. 15,000 bhis.; Saratoga, 2,000 bbls.; 
Spindletop, 4,500 hbls.; Matagorda, 2.500 
bbls. Total, 34.000 bbls per day. The 
price now ranges from _ 38c. to, 44c. 
as to fleld and location. The shipments 
continue to exceed the runs, 








Refined and Products. 


The demand for refined for export 
has been unusually light during the 
past week, the total engagements not 
exceeding 100,000 bbls. This was duc 
not to any change in the situation or 
requirements abroad, but to the ab- 
sence of tank vessels on this side, the 
major portion of the fleet being either 
en route or on the other side.

There have been sales of 24 cases of drug- 
gists’ at 6s.

Smyrna, Nov. 26, 1904. 

Sales have been made of 13 cases at the 
same prices as previously reported. The 
weather continues favorable. Arrivals to date, 
3,993 cases, against 1,619 cases last year. 

We have the following by mail:— 

Salonica, Nov. 10, 1904. 


Afier a period of complete caim during the 
months of August and September, there has 
lately been, owing to reports of a scarcity 
of rain in Anatolia, a fairly good demand and, 
during October, some 300 cases were sold for 
export. In consequence of the improvement 
in Constantinople and Smyrna, prices have 
been maintained here and are now firm, but 
with a quiet market, by reason of advices of 
rain having fallen in the producing districts. 

For opium rich in morphine we quote 118@ 
130 piastres per oke, according to the district 
ard quality. We have at present in Salonica 
the largest stock of opium ever recorded in 
the month of November, that is to say about 
2000 cases. 

Smyrna, Nov. 5, 1904. 


The arrivals to date consist of 3,871 cases, 
against 1,560 at the same period last year. 
Sales from Oct. 29 to Nov, 4 were 3 cases of 
rich Carahissar at 7s. f. 0. b. for the Conti- 
nent. We have had a quiet week, as will 
be noticed by the above sales, but notwith- 
standing this and the fact that beneficial rains 
have fallen all over the country, our holders 
are very tenacious and will not listen to any 
concession. If buyers do not give in, how- 
ever, we expect a lower market. 


Quinine. 


The movement continues to be largely 
a routine one on contract deliveries. 
The continued mildness of the weather 
is not calculated to stimulate much in- 
terest in new business, but with a sud- 
den turn dealers are hopeful that the 
demand will assume a proportion that 
will add its quota to the statistical 
strength of the article upon which they 
are counting for an advance in makers’ 
prices before the next Amsterdam bark 
sale, on December 15. The prospects 
now do not appear so encouraging as 
they did a week ago, since which time 
our Amsterdam correspondent has ad- 
vised us of the extent of the offerings 
at the next sale. These exceed those 
at the previous sale and are larger than 
at any sale this year, amounting to 
11,607 packages. We have as yet no 
means of knowing the nature of the 
bark to be offered, but the talk here 
of a low test bark that was associated 
with the previous auction does not ap- 
pear to be warranted by the report of 
our Amsterdam correspondent on this 
event. As will be seen by his letter 
in this connection, the average per- 
centage of quinine in the manufactur- 
ing bark sold at the November auction 
was 5.38, against 5.47 in the October 
sale and 5.32 in the ten sales during 
1903. The following table may be of 
interest to show the relation between 
the offerings at the Amsterdam bark 
sales this year, the average unit of 
value realized for the bark and manu- 
facturers’ price for bulk quinine:—

November auction consisted of 10,486 bags and 
431 cases, or a total of 938,687 kilos of bark, 
containing 45,611 kilos of quinine, of which 
178,441 kilos, containing 4,704 kilos of quinine, 
were of druggists’ bark and 760,246 kilos, con- 
taining 40,907 kilos of quinine, were of manu- 
facturing bark. The average percentage of 
quinine in the manufacturing bark was 5.38, 
against 5.47 in the October sale, and 5.32 in the 
ten auctions during 1903. The participation of 
the different kinds was as follows, in kilos:— 
Succirurba, 178,151; Ledgeriana, 603,826; offici- 
nalis; 2,360; hybrids and other kinds, 154,350. 
Of the total, 141,947 kilos were of root bark, 
while 65, 243 kilos were of government bark, 
and 873, 444 were of private bark.

ACETANELID.—The advance in 
acetic acid and aniline oil is believed to 
warrant a considerably firmer basis for 
the finished product, and this will prob- 
ably be in effect when the raw mate- 
rials cease to be available on the con- 
tracts over the balance of the year. 
The current basis is 20%,@21c., as to 
quantity. 

ACID, CARBOLIC.—A_ generally 
quiet week has prevailed, with nothing 
of further stimulating influence from 
abroad. Spot quotations are firmly 
maintained at 13%@14%c. in drums and 
20@238c. in bottles. 

ALCOHOL.—The higher market for 
corn is strengthening the position of 
grain alcohol, but as yet without quot- 
able change from the basis of $2.40@ 
2.42, net, as to quantity. The demand 
retains its seasonable activity. Steady 
conditions continue to rule the wood 
alcohol situation, and a good volume 
of business is passing at 60c. for 95 per 
cent. and 65c. for 97 per cent. 

AMMONIA CARBONATE,.—Foreign 
goods are in reduced supply, owing to 
the agreement limiting the export to 
this country to a quantity which, it is 
understood, has almost been reached 
for the year. Domestic goods are avail- 
able in lots of 25 casks over six months’ 
deliveries at 8%c. and up to 8c. for 
smaller quantities. This schedule will 
probably remain in effect for both do- 
mestic and foreign over next year. 

ANTIMONY.—The sharp advance in 
metallic antimony has caused the with- 
drawal of all offers of needle at the 
pcints of production, although the pow- 
dered is not quoted at an appreciable 
advance from the basis of 4@6c. 

BALM OF GILEAD BUDS.—There 
are spot holders who are willing to sell 
on the basis of 45@50c., as to quantity, 
but in some quarters the higher figure 
is maintained on the strength of the 
seasonable requirements and the ina- 
bility of the primary sources to supply 
the large consuming needs. 

BEESWAX.—A better demand is re- 
ported in some quarters, with a tenden- 
cy to decrease the supplies of crude 
yellow and lead to stronger views. It is 
stated that the large consumers are 
seeking to purchase their supplies in 
the country, thus taking these lots out 
of the market. On spot crude yellow 
is available at 29%c., but up to 32c. is 
asked for all yellow wax.

DRUG REPORTER 


CANTHARIDES.— Whole Russian 
flies are offered on a decidedly easier 
basis at $1.25@1.30 by the principal 
holder, who has been able to maintain 
his price at $1.60 for two months. The 
rather sudden break is attributed to 
the arrival of some outside lots which 
could be marketed at the lower figure. 
The later goods were said to consist 
largely of wings and flies, but for pow- 
dering these are quite acceptable. The 
quotation for whole flies previous to 
that of $1.60 was $1.10. One holder re- 
mains at $1.50, and an arrival of prime 
whole flies due in a couple of weeks 
will be offered at $1.40. Powdered Rus. 
sian flies are still held at $1.20@1.30, ant 
sales have been made-of both whole 
and powdered Chinese flies at the old 
quotation of 60c. 

CARNAUBA WAX.—First hands 
have advanced their price for Nos. 1 
and 3 and North Country wax Iiec., in 
sympathy with the still uncertain con- 
ditions of the new crop, which, as the 
season advances, is more threatened by 
the rains washing the powder from the 
leaves. Cable advices from Hamburg 
during the week indicated a continued 
firmness there, with an advance in Nos, 
1 and 3 of 10 marks and in North Coun- 
try of 20 marks per 100 kilos. Spot 
stocks are largely held by second 
hands, who have as yet made no 
change from the quotations listed in 
our wholesale prices current. 


CHLOROFORM.—The, reduced basis 
of 35@45c., as to quantity, went into ef- 
fect this week, as announced in last 
week's report. There is nothing to 
supplement the conditions indicated in 
that report as governing makers in 
making the reduction. 

COCOA BUTTER.—The market re- 
tains its seasonable activity, reflecting 
a full measure of the firmness of pri- 
mary sources. The dealer who, as last 
reported, had disposed of his spot hold- 
ings, announces the arrival of 18 tons, 
about half of which has been sold, with 
a number of inquiries for the balance. 
We find nothing on spot below 3lc. 


CODLIVER OIL.—The accumulation 
of mail orders Friday morning gave 
the local market for Norwegian oil 
some semblance of activity, which, fol- 
lowing the receipt of cable advices an- 
nouncing an advance of 5s., imparted 
a better feeling. This advance puts the 
cost to lay down at approximately $48, 
but oil is still available on spot at this 
figure, some of the leading brands com- 
manding up to $55. Mail advices re- 
ceived this week from Bergen, Nor- 
way, that the stocks of best oil were 
next to exhausted, with a very firm 
tendency in prices. 

CUTTLEFISH.—Stocks of good jew- 
elers’ bone are said to be low, but this 
does not seem to check the keenness 
of competition, which has long had an 
unsettling effect on values. Quotations 
are without late change, however. 


ERGOT.—Strong conditions continue 
to prevail abroad, without any further 
reflection on spot prices, which are on 
the basis of 38@40c. for Russian and 40 
@42c. for Spanish. 

EPSOM SALTS.—Makers have 
caught up sufficiently to the require- 
ments to permit two of the factories to 
shut down. This tends to keep the 
market well balanced, and quotations 
remain on the basis of $1 in bags and 
$1.10 in bbls. in carload lots. 

GLYCERINE.—Firmer’ views are 
now manifested abroad for prompt 
shipments of saponification, as well as 
for next year’s deliveries, but there is 
little likelihood of any early change in 
the local market for C. P., which con- 
tinues to be the object of very spirited 
competition. It is this influence that 
is responsible for the generally unsatis- 
factory position of current quotations 
at 134%@13%c. for bulk, containers ex- 
tra ,and 144%@14%c. for cans. Dyna- 
mite glycerine is firmer at 11%@115%c. 
in carload lots at shipping points. 


Paris, Nov. 18, 1904. 


The position of our glycerine market remains 
very firm; American buyers are at market and 
are buying all what can be obtained at actual 
prices. European consumers are also in the 
market and buying all lots which seem to be 
advantageous. Soap lye glycerine is more in 


favor than other qualities of glycerine, but 
the latter are also firmly held. We quote as 
follows:— 

Saponification, 94%@95% frs.: soap lye, 83 


frs. per 100 kilos, c. & f. New York. 


GLUCOSE.—The second advance of 
10 points within two weeks was made 
last Monday, in sympathy with the 
higher market for corn. Quotations are 
now on the basis of 1.76c. for 42 deg. 
in carload lots at New York. 

GRAPE SUGAR.—Under the same 
influence which occasioned an advance 
of 10 points in glucose, quotations for 
sugar are higher at 1.76c. for 70 deg. 

LYCOPODIUM.—Following the _ re- 
ceipt of cable advices which quoted 90c 
ec. and f., a movement was started to 
gather up what stocks were available 
around 80c. Most holders were reluctant 
to quote on the old basis, and a higher 
one was established at 82c. for unla- 
beled goods and up to 85c for Pollitz. 
A more active market will probably 
put quotations on a much higher level 

MENTHOL.—Lower prices are again 
in evidence, and for cases $2.60 is now 
possible. Quotations range to $2.75. A 
little better feeling followed the news 
that 7s. had been declined in Japan. 
Even this low figure is above the prés- 
ent spot basis, and goods bought 
around 8s. in the primary sources can- 
not get here until March. For other 
particulars on this market we refer 
readers to the editorial page. 



















Business in this department has fol- 
lowed the usual channels this week, re- 
quirements being limited to jobbing 
quantities for current needs. The same 
steady movement is to be noted in Cen- 
tral American copaiba within the range 
of 31@34c., as to quantity, quality and 
seller. Para is obtainable on the old 
basis of 35@38c., but in some quarters 
higher views prevail on the reduction 
of supplies for large consuming require- 
ments. Lightness of spot stocks still 
serves to hold quotations for the firs 
steadily to the basis of $3.50@3.60 for 
Canada and 90c.@$1. for Oregon. Views 
of holders of Peru differ materially as 
to values on the distinction of quality, 
from $1.07% to $1.15 being quoted. 


Barks. 


Prime grades of wild cherry com- 
mand 9c., and recent inquiries about the 
market showed that the poorer kinds 
such as are available for grinding were 
the only supplies that could be had at 
644c. Stocks in the country are said to 
be depleted. 

White pine is also in reduced supply 
both on spot and in the country, and 
it is doubtful whether goods can be 
obtained here at 5c. Views consider- 
ably beyond this value are maintained 
by some holders. 

Sales are reported of sassafras bark 
at 15c. and Il6c., according to quality, 
and the stocks available below the 
lower figure are said to be of such 
questionable quality as to be unservice- 
able for most needs. 

Cottonroot bark continues to tend 
toward its normal level as new crop 
goods are nearer at hand. The principal 
holder on spot is able still to maintain 
a comparatively high figure at 30c., but 
goods due next month were bought on 
a basis that will permit a market here 
of 12@13c. A correspondent who is 
closely in touch with conditions in 
North Carolina writes that offers have 
been made to the gatherers of the bark 
at from 5c. to 9c. for immediate deliv. 
ery, but he believes the 5c. price will 
fail to interest labor, which is scarce 
and higher, owing to the increased cost 
of living. The 1902 crop of bark was 
offered on a basis that brought the 
cost to lay down here between 3% and 
4c., and even at the reduced level, com- 
pared to the position the bark has held 
on spot during the greater part of the 
present year, some local dealers are 
not inclined to operate. Since the bark 
has been maintained about its current 
value, larger sales have been made of 
parsely seed at 10c. 

Scarcity is still a feature of the mar- 
ket for cramp and black haw of root 
barks, nothing being obtainable below 
20c. for either. 

Cascara sagrada is dull, and quota- 
tions are on a nominal basis at 7%c. for 
new bark up to léc. for old bark. It is 
reported that new bark can be deliv- 
ered here at 5c. 

Beans, 


The usual movement in Mexican and 
Bourbon vanilla beans is to be noted 
this week. The market for Mexican 
beans is still unsettled by the effect of 
competition, but values do not appear 
to be influenced further in buyers’ fa- 
vor. Spot supplies of cut beans are 
said to be getting low, but it is be- 
lieved there will be enough for the 
needs until the arrival of the new crop. 
Conditions regarding the yield are as 
yet uncertain. The cheaper lots of 
Bourbon beans are being well taken up 
and, with the advancing tendency 
abroad, firmer values are believed to be 
warranted here. The market for Tahiti 
beans is somewhat easy under the in- 
fluence of a recent arrival of more than 
30,000 Ibs. at San Francisco, offers of 
which have been freely made. Spot 
stocks are already fair. For the ordin- 
ary run of Tahiti beans 55c. is possible, 
but the range of quotations extends to 
$1 as to length, strength and quantity. 


Berries. 


The movement in cubeb berries has 
not been particularly active this week, 
but the maintained firmness of the 
primary markets contributes a steady- 
ing influence on spot values, which are 
subjected to the effect of spirited com- 
petition. For ordinary berries 7%c. is 
asked and up to 8c. is quoted for 
clean bold. 

Juniper berries are dull and easy, in 
the face of new crop arrivals, at 14% @2c. 
Our Leghorn correspondent writes as 
follows on this item:— 

Leghorn, Nov. 9, 1904. 

In regard to juniper berries, the very little 
demand there has been up to this time from 
American importers is quite unusual, and we 
cannot account for it—the more so, as the 
prices are very low and undoubtedly lower 
than those of previous years. 

We believe it is reasonable to attrib- 
ute the want of American interest our 
correspondent refers to to the general 
dissatisfaction in the trade to the po- 
sition the berries have long occupied. 


Essential Oils. 


We are advised of an offer of several 
hundred Ibs. of spot peppermint oil ar 
$3.50, but this view is far from being a 
general one and inquiries in other quar- 
ters failed to disclose anything below 
$3.60, at which price no large lots were 
available. The views of distillers still 
seem to be beyond $3.50. 

Citronella remains firm at last week’: 
basis of 32@338c. in drums and 33@34c. 
in cans. It is reported that dealers in 
Ceylon cannot live up to their contracts 
with New York houses. There is said 
to be nothing of moment offered from 
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Ceylon until May-June shipment, whica 
would mean August-September arrivai. 

Although a firmer feeling is mani- 
fested for clove oil in sympathy with 
the spice, there is no quotable change 
in prices from 95c. in cans and 97%c. in 
bottles, and it is said there are some 
round lots which might be had below 
this basis. 

Camphor oil has been moving actively 
and the position of the oil continues to 
gain strength, as supplies are light and 
goods afloat are well sold to arrive. 

Anise and cassia remain steady on 
the old basis of $1.224%2@1.25 for the for- 
mer and 7744@80c. for the latter. 

Lemongrass is offered on an easier 
basis at $3@3.25. 

For wormwood, $3.75 is now named, 

The views of dealers continue to be 
somewhat diversified on the subject of 
natural sassafras, and, while it is said 
to be very scarce in some quarters, in 
otkers it is reported to be in better 
supply. Quotations range from 60@75ic. 

We have the following from our Mes- 
sina correspondent :— 

Messina, Nov. 10, 1904. 

Our market reports have for some time re- 
corded an upward tendency in the price of 
bergamot oil, and the situation is still gaining 
in strength, as a result of the concentration 
of available supplies in very strong hands. 
The market is uvminated entirely by specu- 
lative interests, and the range of prices has 
reached the highest up to the equivalent of 
8s. 9d. per Ib. c. i. f. Amother cause as- 
signed for the more recent advances is the 
reported shortness of the crop, and although 
consumers are not in urgent need at this epoch 
of the season, apparently the future of the 
article is favorable to those who seek to 
contro! supplies. 

Unabated dullness continues to characterize 
the market for oil of iemon, and complaints 
of slow trade are being heard from various 
querters. Despite the still prevailing low 
price, on which the trade based its hope that 
the demand would be stimulated, this has 
thus far not been realized; it is not improba- 
ble, therefore, that present prices will further 
recede approaching the figures quoted last 
season, 

The market for oil of sweet orange remains 
firm without any quotable change in prices. 
Buyers, however, are no more eager just now, 
while holders do not seem to be much influ- 
enced by this momentary lack of business, and 
they are still looking for a higher market 
ere long. 

Flowers. 

One of the few spot holders of Amer- 
ican saffron flowers maintains his price 
at $1.35 for any quantity, but in bales 
$1.30 can still be done. An epidemic of 
measles has stimulated buying inter- 
ests. Freer offers of new crop Valencia 
saffron, which, we have stated in late 
reports, promised to be a good one, 
have weakened the market materially 
and in a large way $6.25 can be done, 
up to $6.75 being asked for jobbing lots 

On the basis of the increased cost to 
import new Roman chamomile flowers. 
prices for old ones on spot are main- 
tained at 12@1l4c. 

Old canendula flowers are held on the 
basis of 24@26c., while the more de- 
sirable new ones command up to 33c. 

The better grades of new arnica flow- 
ers are quoted at 10@10%c., but some 
of the less attractive new and some 
old flowers are offered at 9%c. 


Gums. 


There was another sharp advance of 
3c. in refined camphor on Friday, es- 
tablishing the market at 70c. in bbls. 
and 70\4c. in cases. The revised basis 
is yet below the parity of the Londou 
market. The London Druggist and 
Chemist prints the following in a late 
issue :— 

“The market for refined camphor generally 
is tending firmer, owing to the continued 
scarcity of crude, the shipments of which have 
been exceedingly small of late. It is reported 
that the Americans are trying to secure all 
the available cheap lots of Japanese refined 
camphor, but holders have much stiffened in 
their ideas of values, and 2s. 6d. per Ib. 
appears to be the lowest price at which tab- 
lets are available.’’ 

Kino is well held at the advance to 
25@26c., announced last week. One of 
the local holders has sold out all but 
50 Ibs., which he quotes at 26c. 

The cost to import mastic is at least 
37c., but the spot market is not quite 
to this level, goods being available still 
at 35c. 

The principal holder of myrrh siftings 
now quotes on the basis of 22@23c. 


Sorts are yet obtainable at 23c., but 
select gum is held up to 33c. 
A speculative movement has been 


centered around chicle, influencing ar 
easier feeling as to prices, which has 
stimulated somewhat the backward 
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demand. We are advised that an or- 
der at 37c. by cable to Mexico was de 
‘lined. Spot quotations range from 36c. 
to 40c., as to quality, quantity and 
holder. 

Herbs and Leaves. 

Primary conditions continue to im- 
part a strong tone to the market for 
short buchu, especially prime green 
leaves, which are in light supply here 
and abroad and generally held at 18@ 
20c. The goods below the inside figure 
are said to be of inferior yellow kinds. 

Holders of prime cannabis indica tops 
maintain $1.05, in sympathy with the 
position of the London market. There 
are some cheaper lots on the market 
here. 

Further advices of a strengthening 
nature have been received from Cairo 
cn Alexandria senna, some of them 
reporting that nothing was available 
for immediate shipment. Our recently 
prevailing quotations are still current, 
but some holders are inclined toward 
firmer views. 

Of the Pacific coast articles damiana 
is the only one which is available for 
shipment. Local stocks are held on the 
basis of 10@12c. 

American peppermint is scarce and 
firm at 15c.

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Roots. 


Further arrivals of Mexican sarsa- 
parilla have accentuated the easier ten- 
dency of the market. Early in the 
week there were sales at 9c., and later, 
upon the arrival of 191 bales on the 
Seneca, 8%c. became possible in lots 
of 5 bales. 

Golden seal has been offered on: spot 
during the week at $1.35 in limited 
quantities. There is no abatement in 
the firmness of holders in the country, 
but at the high level maintained local 
dealers are reluctant to operate except 
on orders. 

High dried rhubarb is now generally 
held at 20@22c. The strength of the 
root is reasonable upon the shortage 





of local stocks and the position of pri- 
eae F. VARALDI = ftixdi 
Ladyslipper is in light spot supply oe FRANCE.

Seeds. 


Coriander is higher again at 74@7%c. 
for natural and 8@8%c. for bleached, 
the inside quotations being for ton lots. 
The high tendency of the Mogador seed 
has diverted the interest of buyers 
more to the Russian seed, good sales 
of which have been made of natural at 
6%@7c. 

New crop star anise seed costs about 
16c. to lay down, and available spot 
supplies are generally held at 15c. 

Colchicum seed is still obtainable at 
last week’s quotation of 25c., but the 
tone of the primary markets continues 
favorable for a higher basis. 

What is described as genuine Smyrna 
canary seed is offered at 5%c., but some 
holders maintain that true Turkish 
seed is worth 6c. 


Shellac. 


A fair volume of business has been 
transacted this week, but there is little 
feature to the market. London and 
Caleutta are quiet, but fairly steady. 
It is expected that the shipments from 
Calcutta for the month will prove 
heavy, London drawing largely for D:- 
cember delivery, in which there are 
large short interests. There were re- 
cently shipped from this market 500 
cases of T. N. in time for deliveries in 
London next month. Mail advices 
dated November 19 from London state 
that prices have given away slightly, 
January delivery being quoted at 223s. 
The absence of the syndicate in London 
had caused a quiet market. On spot 
prices are unchanged. There is noth- 
ing in T. N. below 49c. for ground in 
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Spices. 

The shortage of local pepper stocks 
bas been relieved by the arrival of the 
Hudson with large lots of both black 
and white, but fairly good sales are re- 
ported from this arrival. Singapore 
black is offered from dock at 12@12%c.

Transforming the Hydrocarbons of 
Petroleum into Fatty Acids.

leum or vaseline, are introduced the sper- 
maceti and the alkaline solution at 15 de- 
grees Be., which must be present in such 
a quantity as is necessary to have a quan- 
tity of alkali corresponding to half the 
quantity of spermaceti employed. As soon 
as boiling begins, an energetic reaction is 
observed, with rapid effervescence which 
gradually decreases, the temperature re- 
maining constant. It will then be seen 
that the petroleum is intimately emulsified? 
with the lye. The concentration of alka- 
line solution contaiing the petroleum in 
emuision is continued on a slow fire, and 
from time to time fresh lye, at 20 degrees 
Be. concentration, is added gradually as 
the water evaporates. This operation is 
continued ‘with a slow fire, saponification 
being generally slow and therefore hurry 
being useless—always adding fresh lye of 
the said degree of concentration until the 
emulsified liquid is so consistent that it 
bubbles with difficulty, sputtering boiling 
soap drops. 

Then a certain quantity of lye (this lye 
being the residue of a former operation), 
must be added, containing a larger quan- 
tity of sodium chloride than fresh lye 
would contain, or I may add the quantity 
of salt corresponding to 12 per cent. to 16 
per cent. of the petroleum employed. This 
is done to separate the lye from the soap, 
continuing the boiling in order to further 
concentrate the lye, and render it more 
powerful. When the paste has reached 
the desired density it is removed from the 
fire and left to cool in order to separate 
the lves which accumulate at the bottom 
of the vessel. 

When this first operation has been ac- 
complished the vessel is again put on the 
fire, which is always kept slow, and the 
_— is treated with unused lye at 13 deg. 

e. 

As soon as the boiling begins an abun- 
dant quantity of foam is produced and the 
soap becomes granulous. The paste, as 
the concentration progresses, gradually 
dries and, if the operation be carried out 
regularly, the foam soon _ disappears, 
whereupon the vessel is taken off the fire 
and left to cool in order to separate the 
lye. The latter is kept to serve for en- 
larging the soap. The boiled soap is in 
the form of a granular, incoherent mass 
containing a large proportion of alkali. 
The time required for the treatment is 
about twenty-four hours at a temperature 
from 243.50 to 261.50 deg. Fahrenheit. 

The soap must then be rendered adhesive 
and tenacious, and the excess of alkali 
must be separated. 

This is accomplished 
manner :— 

The granular mass is dissolved in a 
small quantity of soft water to which 1.20 
of the preceeding lye, already treated with 
lime for purifying it and rendering it more 
saustic is added so that the saponaceous 
mass floats. The grains become flat and 

urified from the alkali, and when they 

ave assumed the said flat appearance a 
small quantity of twice boiled lye is added 
which has the density of 12 deg. Be. and 
has been clarified with lime. 

The mass is then again put on the fire 
and heated moderately till the condensed 
paste floats. 

Then the mass is again removed from 
the fire and the lyes decanted. Thereupon 
other twice-boiled, clear, white, caustic 
lyes at 6 deg. Be. are poured on the paste, 
together with sea salt, so as to have a 
density of 8 deg. Be. and the slow boiling 
is continued until the paste barely floats 
and the particles are elongated, bright and 
almost transparent and are detachable 
from the finger as a thin, consistent and 
slightly alkaline film. 

Thereupon the fire is lessened, leaving 
but little in the center of the furnace and 
after a short evaporation it is totally put 
out, and the boiler or vessel is closely 
covered so that purification may take 
place spontaneously. After 15 to 20 hours 
the saponaceous mass will be found di- 
vided into three layers, the intermediate 
of which will be the pure one. The top 
layer is taken aff and barreled, then the 
second one is removed until the third im- 
pure layer has been reached, which is dis- 
tant from 8 to 10 centimeters from the lye. 

When the paste has the desired density 
it is melted and poured into wooden molds 
and there cooled; it is then divided into a 
number of small portions and submitted 
to stamping or compression in dies of ar- 
propriate patterns. From soap made from 
petroleum or vaseline in accordance with 
this invention the fats which they contain 
in combination with alkali may be sepa- 
rated and used as a substitute for ordi- 
nary fats for various purposes. This is 
done by treating the soap with dilute sul- 
phuric acid which combines with the alka- 
lies and liberates the fatty acids. 

A recent number of the Chemiker Zei- 
tung contains an article by Dr. Reale 
himself regarding his invention in which 
he makes the following claims for the 
soaps produced:— 

“According to Reale, the soaps which 
may be produced from petroleum have the 
advantage of originating from aseptic sub- 
stance, to which must be added their 
great cheapness. Besides, they are perfect- 
ly white and possess the consistency and 
structure of the very finest toilet soaps. 
They can be produced in a variety not 
heretofore attained with any other ma- 
terial, as the number of fatty acids de- 
rivable from petroleum is very large. The 
fatty acids obtained by decomposing the 
soaps by means of acids, according to 
Reale, may be utilized in industry and 
also converted into foodstuffs by means 
of suitable processes of purification.—Sei- 
fenfabri Kant.

The very small shipments last week from 
India and the Argentine more than counter- 
acted the favorable crop reports from the 
latter country, and prices gradually improved; 
near Calcutta to London shows an advance 
of 9d. and distant shipments (old crop) about 
6d., while new crop sold at 8d. advance. A 
fair business in November-December and De- 
cember-January shipments to London has been 
put through at 35s.@33s. 3d., 33s, being the 
price obtainable for Hamburg, and there is 
« fair inquiry at this price. In Bombay for 
the Continent a good business has passed at 
14d. to 3d. mniore money. With unsettled 
weather reported from the Argentine there was 
some demand for covering purposes, and prices 
had improved about 9d. compared with Fri- 
day last, December-January selling at 32s. 6d., 
and January-February up to 32s. 3d. Hull, 
while January-February to Antwerp changed 
hends at 32s. 61. Yesterday, however, with 
better weather reports, about 6d. less money 
was taken. 

Our correspondent at Bruges writes that the 
oil market opened weak, owing to the influ- 
ence of large selling orders from London, 
but these were all accepted, and although large 
quantities of English oil were arriving every 
week, the market closed firm.

If crop prospects continue favorable in the 
Argentine it is expected that another 30,000 
to 40,000 tons may be shipped between now 
and Dec, 31, but only a small quantity is 
expected from Russia. India, however, is 
estimated to have fully 125,000 tons still avail- 
able for shipment before the new crop comes 
in next March, of which a good proportion will 
be shipped before Dec. 31. Last season 39,000 
tons were shipped between Nov. 4 and Dec. 
31, 1903, and 51,000 tons from Jan. 1 to March 
31, making the total for the season, April 1, 
1903, to March 31, 1904, 425,000 tons. The ship- 
ments from April 1 to Nov. 4 this year have 
amounted to 387,000 tons, and for the whole 
season (April 1, 1904, to March 31, 1905), 
will probably amount to about 500,000 tons.

London, Nov. 19, 1904. 


At the drug auctions on Thursday the 10th 
inst., fair supplies of first and second class 
goods were offered which went, on the whole, 
with a slow demand. Cape aloes sold well at 
unchanged rates, and Curacao aloes were 
dearer. Annatto seed is again higher. Buchu 
leaves are steady, Cinchona bark and coca 
leaves are easier. Cardamoms are firm for 
bold, but other kinds are easier while seeds 
are lower. Cubebs are neglected. Ergot of 
rye is quiet, but firm. Gamboge is firmly 
held. Gum arabic has declined. Gum elemi 
is cheaper for ordering quality. Gum benzoin 
is steady. Gum myrrh is scarce and firmly 
held. Ipecac is tending downward. Jalap root 
is slow and easier. Kola nuts have declined. 
Mcnthol crystals have again declined. Nux 
vomica is considerably dearer. Rhubarb is 
slow. Sarsaparilla is fully maintained. Alex- 
andria senna is barely steady, and Tinnevelly 
senna obtained full prices, considering the poor 
quality of the offerings. Beeswax is generally 
easier, except for Zanzibar, which is firmly 
held.

While there has been no general ad- 
vance in prices for the leading chemi- 
cals, theré is, however, a firmer under- 
tone to the market, especially for alkali 
and caustic soda, both of which may 
be advanced at any moment. Blue vit- 
riol, as intimated, has been advanced in 
sympathy with the rise in copper. Ar- 
senic is firmer under more demand for 
early delivery after the turn of the 
year. Acetate of lime is still in limited 
stock and prices are firmer, though not 
quatably higher. Further sales for 
1905 are reported of both chlorate of 
potash and soda. Oxalic acid is rather 
quiet, but no change in prices. Cream 
of tartar is steady and the same may 
be said of tartaric acid. Crude salt- 
peter is scarce on the spot and prices 


are higher. The other acids and light 
chemicals are all meeting with the 
usual seasu.able demand with few 


changes to note, as detailed below. 
Late mail advices from Liverpool say: 

There is a fair trade reported in most lines 
of heavy chemicals, although the export de- 
mand cannot be called active. Soda ash in 
steady request at usual range as to destina- 
tion.

Chlorate of potash is held for 
3 1-16d.@3 3-16d. per lb. net cash, as to qual- 
ity and market, with a limited business pass- 
ing. Bicarbonate of soda is moving off at £6

for a few favored markets. Sulphate of am- 
monia continues on the upward tack, and £12 
15s.@£12 17s. 6d. per ton, less 2% per cent., is 
now quoted for good gray 24@25 per cent. in 
double bags f. o. . here. Nitrate of soda 
strong at £11 5s.@£11 10s. per ton, less 2% 
per cent. for double bags f. o. b. here, as to 
quality. 

Heavy Chemicals. 

ALKALI.—Further sales for 1905 de- 
livery are reported of domestic high 
test on the basis of .75c. for light in 
bulk, .80c. for bags, and dense in bulk 
at .80c. and bags .85c. and 48 per cent. 
at .87l4c., f. o. b. works. For prompt 
there is a good demand, with addition- 
al sales to the glass, soap and other 
large consumers upon outstanding con- 
tract daily being made, The ten- 
dency of the market at the close is to 
a higher range of values after the turn 
of the year.

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Cables 
note a firmer tone and higher prices. 
We hear of sales of 200 ton lots and 
upward at prices slightly above last 
transactions. The spot supply is prac- 
tically all cleaned up and quotations 
are nominal at $3.15 per 100 lbs., while 
parcels for future shipment are quoted 
at $317@3.20. There continues an ab- 
sence of offerings of domestic. The 
position of the market is rather per- 
plexing and it is difficult to make any 
forecast regarding the future course 
of prices. 

FISH SCRAP.—In the absence of 
offerings, we hear no contract sales of 
importance. It is being rumored in 
the trade that several local firms have 
oversold themselves on contracts of 
scrap. Prices are firmer and quota- 
tions on dried scrap have been raised 
be. to $2.55 and 10c. for 10 per cent. of 
ammonia and 14 per cent. of bone 
phosphate, f. o. b. fish works.

Aniline oil and salt are 
fairly steady. Imported potato dex 
trine is in upward tendency. Gambier 
‘s steady in all positions. Blue Aleppc 
nutgalls are higher. Yellow prussiate 
of potash remains rather easy on spot 
Corn starch has advanced another 10 
point. Tin crystals are sustained at 
the high level noted last week. 

ACETATE OF SODA.—The strength 
of the acid is reflected more in this 
product, which is becoming lower in 
supply. In some quarters 3c. is main- 
tained, but one holder offers to sell at 
3%c. in carload lots. 

ACID, PICRIC.—The strength of car- 
bolic acid is evidenced in a higher basis 
for picric, for which values are main- 
tained on the basis of 24@30c., as to 
quantity and holder, for crystals. 

ACID, TANNIC.—Current quotations 
are not regarded as commensurate with 
the advancing tendency of nutgalls, 
and an advance is considered probable. 
Commercial is listed at 33@40c. and 
crystals at 48@55c., as to quantity, 
grade and seller. 

ALBUMEN.—Practically the same 
conditions as noted in recent reports 
remain in effect, and prices are, on the 
whole, well sutained for egg and blood. 
Desirable Chinese egg commands 48c., 
and the range for the better European 
grades extends to 65c. Blood albumen 
is quoted on a basis of 191%@23%c., as 
to grade, quantity and holder. 

ANILINE OIL.—Quiet conditions pre- 
vail, but without appreciable reflection 
on spot values, which are on the basis 
of 9%@10c. 

ANILINE SALT.—There is compara- 
tively little demand, and sellers are 
generally willing to meet 85c. in a 
large way. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—The ad- 
vance in tin is not likely to occasion 
any change in the price schedule for 
this product until the first of next 
month, when a higher basis is likely 
to be established. 

BICHROMATES.—Manufacturers are 
reported to be willing to sell into the 
early part of the new year on the cur- 
rent basis, and this fact leads to the 
belief that no early change is likely. 
Potash is quoted at 8144@8%c., and soda 
at 6144@6%c., as to quantity. 

COCHINEAL.—There have been some 
good inquiries for the lot of 75 bags 
which arrived last week, but buyers 
are seeking to obtain some price con- 
cessions which the importer is not dis- 
posed to grant. Of the arrival all but 8 
bags were gray black, the balance be- 
ing of the silver variety. 

DEXTRINE.—On the reduction of 
stock abroad, holders of imported po- 
tato dextrine are inclined to firmer 
views on spot, and while 6%c. is main- 
tained in some quarters for genuine 
goods, in a large way 6c. is still pos- 
sible. The new factor in domestic corn 
dextrine offers his” goods. white or 
eanary, at 2%c. in carload lots at New 
York. 

GAMBIER.—The market remains in 
practically the same position as noted 
last week and values are well main- 
tained on spot, afloat and for shipment. 
Store goods are in light supply and 
firm at 5@5téc., as. to holder and 
quantity. Small offerings have been 
made of stuff on the Epsom to arrive 
at 454@4%c. Goods on the Sagami, due 
December 12, are quoted on the basis 
of 4%@4%c., as to quantity. Later ar- 
rivals are offered_at 43,@4\%c.

PRUSSIATES.—The 13%c. price 
which was named for yellow prussiate 
of potash last week is still available. 
Some of the large consumers with sur- 
plus supplies are ‘said to be willing 
sellers around this figure, as they find 
they can replenish stocks for next year 
at more favorable terms. November- 
December shipments of prussiate of 
soda are offered at 9%c. ex dock, but 
9%c. is held for spot goods 

STARCH.—Another advance of 10 
points has been made in corn starch, 
establishing the market at 1.97c. in 
bags and 2.12c. in bbls. for pearl. The 
higher basis was occasioned by the dis- 
posal of the old corn crop and the fact 
that the new crop does not yield so 
well on account of the moisture it con- 
tains. Other descriptions of starch are 
steady at unchanged quotations. 

SUMAC.—We are advised of some 
lots of Sicily No. 1 which were dis- 
posed of a little below our listed figure 
of $42, and it is possible that more is 
available at the same price. 

NUTGALLS.—Decidedly firmer views 
are maintained for blue Aleppo galls 
on the strength of primary sources, 
from which it is reported that no sup- 
plies are offered. One local dealer is 
said to have disposed of his holdings 
at 17¢c., but limited lots are still avail- 
able at this figure. Chinese galls are 
well sustained at 1414c. 

TIN CRYSTALS. — Values remain 
firm at the sharp advance to 214%@23c., 
as to style of package, noted last week. 
This basis reflects the more equitable 
strength of the metal and is likely to 
remain in effect for some time.

Classification of Certain Drugs, 


Washington, Nov. 25, 1904. 

The Treasury Department is about to 
promulgate a decision of the United 
States Circuit Court in a case of unusual 
importance to the drug trade. The ques- 
tion at issue was the dutiable classifica- 
tion of an article used in dyeing and tan- 
ning known as lentiscum or lentiscus, 
which consists of the leaves of the pis- 
tacia lentiscus, or mastic tree, pulverized 
by grinding. One of the principal ques- 
tions involved was whether this article 
may properly be classified as a drug, and 
in the discussion of the issue the court 
lays down a proposition to the effect that 
the definition of the word ‘“drug’’ may 
broadly include not only medicinal prep- 
arations but generally all preparations 
used in the arts. This very liberal inter- 
pretation will doubtless have an impor- 
tant bearing on other customs contro- 
versies that may arise hereafter. 

The proceedings in this case were 
brought by Messrs. Leber & Meyer upon 
an importation at the port of New York. 
The collector held the merchandise to be 
dutiable as a drug, while the importers 
contended that it was entitled to free 
admission under the provisions of para- 
graph 482 of the free list as a “crude 
article used in dyeing or tanning.’”’ In a 
hitherto unpublished decision, the Board 
of General Appraisers affirmed the de- 
cision of the collector in a ruling as fol- 
lows:— 

We find, as matter of fact, that the goods in 
question consist * * * (2) of the ground 
leaves and stems of the shrub known botanical- 
ly as the pistacia lenticus, or mastic tree, ana 
which is known commercially as lentiscus or 
lentiscum, and is of the same general char- 
acter as the article which was the subject of 
G. A. 4904 (T. D. 22949). 

We hold, upon authority of the board’s above- 
mentioned decision (G. A. 4904) and from the 
papers and other evidence in the cases * * * 
(2) that the merchandise covered by our sec- 
ond finding of fact is properly dutiable at one- 
fourth of 1 per cent. per pound and 10 per 
cent. ad valorem under the provisions of pare- 
graph 20 (tariff act of 1897). The protests, 
which claim that the merchandise is exempt 
from duty under the provisions of paragraph 
482, 548 or 617, directly or by virtue of sec- 
tion 7 of said tariff act, or otherwise, is dutl- 
able at 10 per cent. or 20 per cent. ad valorem 
under section 6 of said act, are accordingly 
overruled. 

The importers appealed the decision of 
the board to the United States Circuit 
Court, which has just handed down a de- 
cision reversing the board and granting 
free entry to the merchandise. While 
giving the term ‘“‘drug’’ the broadest pos- 
sible meaning, the court holds neverthe- 
less that the phrase “articles used in 
dyeing or tanning’’ is more specific; hence 
the provision of paragraph 482 of the free 
list properly applies. Incidentally the 
court makes an important declaration 
with regard to the term ‘“‘crude,”’ holding 
that grinding or pulverizing does not nec- 
essarily involve a process of manufacture 
calculated to remove a product from the 
category of crude materials. The decision 
of the court is as follows:— 


The merchandise here in question consists of 
lentiscum or lentiscus, which is finely ground, 
powdered leaves of the pistacia lentiscus or 
mastie tree, used for dyeing or tanning. Duty 
was assessed thereon by the collector of cus- 
toms under paragraph 20 of the tariff. act cf 
July 24, 1897. The importers duly protestel 
against such classification, claiming freé entry 
under the provisions of paragraph 482, er. in 
the alternative, under paragraph 548 The 
first mentioned paragraph provides for the free 
entry of ‘‘articles in a crude state used in 
dyeing or tanning not specially provided for."’ 
while the latter exempts from the payment of 
duty drugs and certain specific vegetable sub- 
stances in a crude state and ‘‘woods used ex- 
pressly for dyeing.’’ The definition of the 
word ‘‘drugs’’ may broadly include not only 
medicinal preparations, but generally all prep- 
arations used in the arts. The common ac- 
ceptation of that term, however, would seem to 
limit its meaning to medicinal substances, Tue
